Oriticised by Some Aldermen. 

The application of some of these principles 
was criticised by certain aldermen, although 
their complaints are not believed to be sur- 
ficient to prevent a formal agreement be- 
twéen the city and the companies. It is ex- 
pected that all of these objections will be 
froned out within a reasonably short time 
Decause all concerned in the negotiations ap- 
pear desirous of having the voters indicate 
their wishes.

To build subways independently of the 
railway systems means the city must obfain 
the right from the general assembly to der- 
row money on Mueller certificates or a plan 
must be devised of getting the contractors 
who would build it to also finance it.” 


Ald. Oapitain’s Comment. 
Ald. Cepitain, another member of the com- 
mittee, who has had coneiderable te do with 
the negotiations to date, commented on the 
plan es follows! 
“There is considerable in the plan out- 
lined in Taz Trisunsz which has not been 
discussed in any detail that I know of. The 
rate of interest now paid on the surface 
traction lines is 5 per cent. That is fixed by 
ordinance. I notice the syndicate wants 6 
and 7. I would desire more information be- 
fore approving of that increase.°’ 
Ald. Schults, a member of the transporta- 
tion committee, said he favored better trans- 
portation facilities and thought a merger 
would get them, but that he would not vote 
for a valuation of $82,000,000 on the devated 
properties. 


Hyldahl Would Educate Public. 
“I do not know how far along the eubcom- 
mittee has got,” Ald. Hyldah! said, “ but it 
seems to me that the time is short between 
now and the April election. If they desire 
that the voters pass upon the propositions 
intelligently, they should give sufficient time 
te permit of the education of the publie. It 
will take the aldermen some time to get 
ecquainted with the situation, and they 
must give more time than the average citizen 
to the subject. While I favor having the 
voters pass upon the plan, it is unfair to ask 
a man to cast his ballot on a proposition 
without knowing what it means.” 

“I favor a merger if adequate transporta- 
tion can be. secured thereby,“ said Ald. Ber- 
gen, another committee member, provided 
the valuations placed upon the property are 
not excessive and there is an ironbound pro- 
vision in the ordinance franchise which will 
permit the city to force improvements in 
service as the needs of the people demand.” 
Still another member of the committee, 
Ald. Healy, favored the amortization scheme 
with the proviso for adequate and good 
transportation. Ald. Healy has been a mem- 
ber of the subcommfttee which has been 
carrying on the recent negotiations. 


Engineers Checking Figures. 
The committee on local transportation has 
Dut two sets of engineers at work cheoking 
on the figures that emanate from financial 
forecasters. The board of supervising engi- 
neers and the subway commission have been 
asked for computations. Specifically the 
committee has asked for yearly estimates 
up to and including 1960, of the city’s popu- 
lation, the number of rides per capita, the to- 
tal number of rides, the number of rides 
during rush hours morning and evening, the 
gross and net income, and various data fe- 
lating to the capital required for various 
amounts and kinds of service. 

This data from these two sources will be 
used as a eck against each as well as a 
measure of the accuracy of the information 
supplied by the financial statisticiana

Haas Hearing on Tuesday.

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NEW RULE IN FEDERAL COURTS 
ON EQUITY CASE TESTIMONY. 


Bench Will Hear Witnesses, Hasten- 
ing Suits and at Less Expense— 
Relieves Masters of Work. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Special. }— 
There went into effect today in the federal 
courts throughout the country the new equity 
rules adopted by the Supreme court of the 
United States. 

While this ig a matter primarily of interest 
to courts and lawyers, itis of no smal! im- 
portance to the community generally. To 
hasten and render less expensive the costs 
of civil litigation are tne objects of the new 
rules, and it is believed they will accomplish 
these results. 

The foremost of the changes made by these 
rules is probably that of reversing the pres- 
ent method of taking testimony, so that in 
the future, with certain exceptions governed 
by statute, equity guts, mclkuding patent 
cases, are to be tried im open court instead 
of the testimony being taken as now before 
a master or examiner. . 

It te hoped that a similar reform in the 
practice in cases at law will soon be under- 
taken. Legislation is necessary before the 
work can be commenced, and ft will prob- 
ably require several years’ labor on the 
part of experts. before reform in legal pro- 
cedure can be effected.

Ald. Long Tells of Advantages 
of Consolidating Sanitary 
Board with City. 


SHOWS IMMENSE SAVING 


; 


Points Out Combination Would 
Be to Advantage of Both 
Governments. — 


Ald. Theodore K. Long, leader of the fight 
to consolidate the sanitary district with the 
city, yesterday gave out further reasons for 
the proposed combination. He now has a 
resolution pending before the judiciary com- 
mittee of the council outlining a bill to be 
presented to the general assembly, which will 
bring about this consolidation of the two 
governments. in presenting it he urged its 
adoption as an expense saving plan. 

In his statement yesterday he pointed out 
new possibilities and advantages to the city 
which would only develop with the combina- 


tion of the two bodies. 


Here Is Long’s Statement. 

The statement follows: 

“In continuance of my study of sanitary 

district affairs, I find that the income of the 
real estate department increased from $18,- 
000 per annum in 1905 to $100,000 per annum 
in 1910, since which latter time the receipts 
have fallen to about $80,000 per annum, while 
the expenses of operating the department 
have increased from approximately $100 to 
$1,000 a month: 
„Under proper business management the 
income of this department should increase 
at the rate of about 350,000 a year. The ex- 
pense of this department is already much too 
high, the only necessary expense being a 
bookkeeper and collector, and ever these 
could devote a large part of their time to the 
work of other departmente. 

By merger of the sanitary district with 
Chicago, tao city would not only receive the 
present taxing income available by the san, 
itary district, but a much larger revenus 
could be developed through the enormous 
dock properties along the canal. 


District Owns 10,000 Acres. 

“The development of these properties 
would not only mean a greater rental reve- 
nue to the public, but would aleo increase 
taxable values. 

“The sanitary district now owns about 
10,000 acres of land, all of which is capable 
of being developed industrially, and such de- 
velopment would mean increased revenue 
to the city in eise of merger; or, if !t wers de- 
termined to develop these lands for outer 
park purposes, they would have a unique 
value in this connection. 

“From data which I have prepared it is 
eyident that revenue of approximately 
$1,000,000 a year could be developed from in- 


dustrial plants and dockage along the Wvans- 


ton canal wtihout interfering with the devel- 
opment of a wonderfully interesting outer 
park system along the Desplaines river. 

“ As the district is now constituted, none 
of these developments will be made because 
the incentive is absent. 

“ Present trustees have such enormous 
sums of money on hand rapidly accumu- 
lating from taxation that there le no in- 
centive to them further to develop the rev- 
enues that might be — tt from leases 
and rentals in connectiGn with the lande 
available for industrial purposes

Scientist’s Trip to U. S. Doubtful; Ac- 
tions Puzzle Friends.

BERLIN, Feb. 1.—The offer of Charles R.

Germany is a nde to celebrate this year 
not only the silver ju of Emperor N U- 
Ham's accession to the ne but also the 
centennial of its world famed order et the 
Iron Cross. 

‘The 100th anniversary of the foundation of 
this distinction, ‘which for just ten decades 
has been the most highly prized of ali in 
Teuton estimation, takes place March 10 nex‘ 

There is nothing that appeals more power- 
fully to German patriotism than this plain. 
simple cross, fashioned uot of any precious 
metal or jeweled enamel, but of unadorned, 
ordinary iron. 

When the order of the Iron Cross was ca‘ied 
into existence by King Frederick William 
III. of Prussia on March 10, 1813, the hirth- 
day of his deeply lamented consort, Queen 
Luise, all Germany was in the grip of the 
French invader. 


Poverty Was General. 

So general was poverty that when King 
Frederick William issued his historic sum- 
mons to his people to rise against foreign 
tivralldom in a great struggle for liberation, 
and appealed to all those who could not bear 
arms to contribute what they could toward 
the sinews of war, many hundreds of thou- 
sands of men and women dispatched their 
golden wedding rings to the treasury, declar- 
ing that it was the only thing of intrinsie 
va'ue which they had left, and that from 
thenceforth and until better days they would 
content themselves with wedding rings made 
of iron, 

It was that which gave to Frederick Wil- 
Ham III. the idea of using iron, since there 
was no gold left for ornament, for the in- 
signia of the order of knighthood by which 
he proposed to reward heroism in the impend- 
ing befreiungs krieg (war of liberation), and 
to incite his troops to deeds of daring. 


Three Officers Left. 
When war broke out in 1870 there were but 
three officers of the German army left who 


Wore on their breast the iron cross of the 


era of 1813-1815, as having taken part in the 
befreiungs krieg, namely, the late Emperor 
Wiliam,. King of Prussia; Gen. Von Stein- 
metz, and Gen. Vogel von Falkenstein. 
Today there are, of course, none remain- 
ing of those who won the iron cross of the 
war of liberation that commenced a hun- 
dred years ago, while now, at a distance 
of a little over four decades from the war of 
1870-1871, there are a few hundred survivors 
of the soldiers and officers who were dec- 
orated with the revived iron cross, for feats 


upon whom it was conferred. 

Whereas an ordinary private of peasant 

birth on many occasions received the first 
class of the order, there were great nobles, 
generals commanding brigades and divisions, 
and even German sovereigns, who were 
proud to receive the second class. 
This was due to the fact that the first 
| class was only granted as a promotion from 
the second class; that no one could obtain the 
| first without having previously won the sed- 
ond class, and that the adyancement in the 
order was only granted for an additional 
act of heroism. 

The order was not restricted to military 
men. It was also within the reach of civil- 
lans having acts of exceptional bravery to 
their credit. 


Few Grand Crosses. 


In addition to the first and to the second 
class, there were granted in the war of liber- 
ation 100 years ago, and again in the war of 
1870, a smal] number of so-called grand 
crosses. This grand cross was only granted 
to generals in command of armies who had 
won brilliant victories in the face of over- 
whelming odds. Perhaps it would be more 
correct to state that a succession of victories 
of this nature were requisite for. the grand 
cross. 

In all the history of the order there has only 
been one star thereof awarded—namely: to 
old Marshal Vorwaerts,”’ otherwise the first 
Prince von Blucher. : 

In spite of what has been alleged to the 
contrary, the Iron Cross has not been award- 
ed to women, either in the war of liberation 
or in that of 1870. There has been only one 
exception—namely: that of Augusta Fred- 
erica Kruger, who won it ninety-nine years 
ago as a man, asa noncommissioned officer 
of the fourth company of the Ninth Colberg 
infantry regiment. She received it for dis- 
tinguished bravery in battle.

“I should de more in sympathy with the 
women at the head of the suffrage move- 
ment in England if I had not felt that they 
were striving for the ballot for a few women, 
not all women. It appears that they are 
asking the vote for women who own prop- 
erty and are taxpayers,” said Mayor Whit- 
lock in closing his address on Women and 
Democracy before the league in the For- 
entine room of the Congress hotel. 

“Mayor Whitlock is right. The English 
women with their window smashing and 
mail box raids have prejudiced people 
against woman's suffrage in the United 
States,” emphatically stated a suffragist 
scarcely waiting for recognition from Mrs. 
Annie Operson, the presiding officer. ‘‘ The 
conditions in England made it necessary for 
the women to take up militant methods, 
retorted an excited woman. They had 
tried nice, ladylike means for years with no 
results.“ 


Want Delegates for Big Parade. 

A plea for the women to march in the 
suffrage parade in Washington on March 8 
or to contribute money so delegates may be 
sent from Illinois was made by Mrs. George 
8. Welles, chairman of the publicity com- 
mittee of the Illinole Equal Suffrage asso- 
clation.

Officers of Antarctic Expedition Have 
Serious Disagreement Following 
Death of Capt. Bahsel. 


BERLIN, Feb. 1L—ldeut. Wilhelm Feilch- 
ner, the Antarctic explorer, arrived here to- 
day from Beunos Aires. He intends to re- 
sume his explorations in the Antarctic soon. 
It is stated here that serious disagreements

That 
stock dropped 2 points although it subse- 
quently recovered much of its loss. 


Traders Sell Can Shares. 

Selling of these shares was attributed to 
disappointment of traders who had expected 
a definite announcement by the directors 
yesterday of a plan to pay off the back divi- 
dends on the preferred.

The picture is, of course, the first Raphael 
of extreme importance which has ever 
crossed the Atiautic. It is far too important 
to be the private property of any individual, 
and its present owner will doubtiess have 
the good taste to leave it in the museum. 

Another Italian altar piece is a more re- 
cent purchase Mr. Morgan having bought 
it only last month.

The English pictures outnumber the rest. 
Of there the most famous is that Duchess 
of Devonshire,”’ by Gainsborough, which was 
cut from ite frame at Agnew’s in London a 
decade or more ago and recovered years 
afterwards by Pat Sheedy in some dark cor- 
ner of Chicago. It isa brililant portrak of the 
brilliant beauty, Sut marred by restoration; 
no so fine an example of the master as the two 
other portraits in this collection. 

Reynolds and Lawrence both appear at 
their best, the latter’s beautiful“ Mise Far- 
ren especially being one of his finest and 
Raeburn, Romney, 
and Hoppner are well represented, the two 
Reaburns being particularly lovely. A large 
Constable ie characteristic, but a Nttle too 
laborious, too suggestive of an effort to get 
in everything proper to an English landscape:

Up and down Fifth avenue the dealers offer 
a bewildering variety of one man shows. 
From the MacCameron and Louis Loeb 
memorial exhibitions at the Blakeslee and 
Herter galleries to the mad Maurer show at 
Folsom's. one may test various moods of 
modern art. 

The sudden death of Robert MacCameron 
at the very end of last year removed one of 
the ablest and most prpofoundly imaginative 
of Amefican painters. As a stylist he was 
no great originator, though be was gradually 
developing, through loving study of Rem- 
brandt and certain more modern realists, a 
sound, personal, and expressive manner. 

AS @ portrait painter MacCameron varied 
hie style with his subject to very unequal 
resulte. When little Interested he could fail 
hopelessly, as in the portrait of the Duchess 
of Rutland. Again, as in the ue and black 
portrait of Mre. Astor, or the black and pur- 
ple one of Mrs. Burden, he painted brilliant- 
ly, somewhat in Sargent's manner, brilliant 
women of society. But he was capable of 
deep sympathy; when he felt it the work 
stems profoundly intuitive, as in the fine 
silvery portrait of the little Chamer girls,

A Notable Little Playh 


HE announcement that next Saturday 
evening's performance will be the fina! 
performance in the La Salle opera 
house makes pertinent a résumé of 
the theater’s activities in the eleven 
seasons since it was, following the burning 
of the Orpheum in Washington street, made 
over from a concert hall, with free seats and 
beer as the main attraction 

Not fewer than twenty-five plays with mu- 
‘Sic nave been given in the littie Madison 
street playhouse in that period; and of the 
number all save four were written for the 
theater, and so now form part of Chicago's 
theatrical history. 

The four exceptions were “ The Belle of 
Newport,“ originally a Boston and New 
York City favorite as The Defender,” in 
which guise it was put forward as a satire 
on Sir Thomas Lipton's international yacht- 
“The Jolly Baron,” a re- 
vision of a piece that had previously been 
given In New York City as The Fisher- 
maden; The Girl I Love,” first given as 
The Hermits in Happy Hollow as a mani- 
estation of the springtime exuberance of a 
body of Cleveland, O., clubmen; and Love 
and Politics.“ which had previously been 
shown from coast to coast as The District 
Leader.“ 4 

All four pleces, when given in the Le Salle, 
Were, however, subjected to revision by the 
men who have been identified with the Chi- 
cago playhouse. Thus, Ben M. Jerome, the 
composer of “ The Girl at the Gate,” with 
which the theater will close, provided new 
music for The Belle of Newport; Addison 
Burkhardt, who wrote ‘“Chow-Chow,” with 
which the house was opened in 1902, rewrote 
“The Fisbermalden ‘into “The Jolly 
Baron”; R. H. Burnside, who staged “‘ The 
Girl at the Gate,” turned the Cleveland frolic 
inte professional form; and Collin Davis, 
one of the authors of The Sweetest Girl in

Faris,“ provided fresh lyrics for The Dis- 
trict Leader when it became Love and 
Politics.”

The house wae still called the Orpheum for 
the run of “Chow-Chow.”’ It became the 
La Salle theater for the second piece, The 
Paraders, written by Raymond Peck, with 
music by Raymond Hubbell, who had fur- 
nished the score for Chow-Chow also. 


Then, in the order named, came Ton- 
Tom,” by Peck and Joseph E. Howard, the 
latter in thie piece first emereing ae a com- 
poser of other than sentimental songs; 
“ Rubes and Rome,’ by Peck, Howard and 
Robert Hood Bowers; “The Voyazgers.”’ 
which had a libretto, with lyrics, and music 
by Frieda Hall, wife of O. Hi. Hall, the 
cramatic critic; “ Lovers and Lunaties.“ by 
J. C. Parker; The Igie of Spice,” the first 
of the Jerome ecot<es; The Belle of New- 
port,” “The Royal Chef,”” “The Jolly 
Baron.“ His Highness the Bey,” Isle of 
Bong-Bong,” “ The Yankee Regent,” The 
Umpire,“ The Time, the Place, and the 
Girl,” “The Girl Question.“ Honeymoon 
Trail,“ The Giri at the Helm,” “ The Golden 
Girl.“ The Flirting Princess,” The Sweet- 
est Girl in Paris,“ The Girl I Love,” Love 
and Politics,“ “ Louisiana Lou,” and The 
Girl at che Gate.”

In estimating the value of the Individual 
players, please do not imagine thet I am 
merely stating my individual opinion of the 
worth or weaknesses of these men. Some of 
them I know nothing at all about except from 
their records. Hut the majority I judge on 
the reports of managers, scouts, and players. 
I would rather take the judgment of players 
as to the value of men they have played with 
or against than my own or any one else's. 

By accepting the judgment of men down 
there on the ficid and of the scouts and man- 
agers, one gets nearer the truth. He must 
discount the enthusiasm of scouts and the 
press agenting sense of managers, but mostly 
they will tell the truth,

a Story of Nine Years. 

The three leading teams in this nine year 
marathon have been pennant winners at dif- 
ferent times, but have not won all nine of the 
pennants. Philadelphia has won three 1010, 
1910 and 1911. Detroit won three flags in sue- 
cession in 1907, 1908, and 1900, and Chicago 
copped the bunting in 1906. Boston, which 

stands fifth, compositely speaking, won the 


championships of 1904 and 1012. 
Not one of these pennant winners has been 


bie to finish in the first division consistently 


throughout the nine years. Boston has 
finitehed absolutely last, and was seventh in 
another race. Detroit has wound up a sea- 
son as low as seventh place and Philadelphia 
and Chicago have finished sixth. Of the four 
teams which have not won a pennant in the 
last nine seasons all except St. Louis have 
landed in second place, and in one race St. 
Louls, although winding up fourth, had a 
chance to win the flag up to within a fort- 
night of the end of the schedule. 

The ups and downs of American league 
teams ‘are sudden, but not as pronounced as 
they seem, because the distance from top to 
dot tom or from celjar to cupola, is not great. 
Up to date no team has furnished the sensa- 
tional spectacle of finishing last in one race 
and first in the next, but Boston, which won 
the championship in 1904, landed fourth in 
1905 and last in 1906, which Is falling almost 
as fast as London bridge did. 


Race Uncertain for All. 

With these few preliminary remarks out ot 
our system we feel fairly confident that 
every One will admit the aforementioned 
fallacy of applying past performances toany 
American league forecast. It also must be 
apparent that no team in the circuit need 
despair of making at least a first divisior 
berth for itself this year. There are only four 
upper berths, and somebody has to take the 
lowers, of course, but it requires no exten- 
sion ladder to climb into the topmost spot. 

That is why even Boston does not claim 
with calm assurance that the Red Sox are 
bound to repeat this year; why the adher- 
enis of the Athietics are rosily fopeful that 


Connie Mack will bring his machine back to 


its unbeatable pace of 1910 and 1911; why 
south side fahs are rooting for one more 
pitcher to share Ed Walsh's burden and 
tecalling the happy days of April, May, and 
part of June last year; why Washington is 
looking forward to April 10, with more eager- 
uees than to March 4. 

In the preseason pickings that have been 
made Boston is not the favorite its runaway 
race of last season naturally should make 
it, The Red Sox have the advantage of a 
comparatively yoting team.

Roger Patrick Bresnahan was born in 
Tralee, Ireland, on June 12, 1880, accord- 
ing to his own statement.

In 1909 Bresnahan was with Minneapolis 
and for part of 1900 with the Chivago Na- 
tional league club as a pitcher. While, 
still awaiting fame on the west side the 
dogs of war were loosed by the American 
league. Bresnahan was one of the players 
who jumped to the American league. He 
signed with Baltimore, of which John J. 
McGraw was manager. Roger continued 
with McGraw when the latter executed his 
flop back to the National leafue in 1002, 
taking with him the stars of the Baltimore 
out ft. 

While Bresnahan was earning laurels as 
a heavy clouter, the fans sighed when he

Two of these 
crucial battles—that in which Chesbro's 
spitball turned the Sale and the Merkle 
play-off between Cubs and Giants—already 
have been included in this serics. There 
remains the final game of the season of 1906 
between Detroit and Chicago, on the result 
of which depended the American league pen- 
nant after @ record breaking race—end De- 
troit won. 

Four teams were in that contest less jhap 
ten days before the finish. Three teams 
could win the pennant two days before the 
end, and when the last day of the schedule 
arrived Chicago and Detroit went out to 
the old White Sox park at Thirty-ninth street 
for the death struggle, spurred by the 
knowledge that a pennant, and possibly two 
of them, depended on the issue. 

It was Oct. 6, to be exact, and it was a 
Tuesday. Consequently Comiskey’s veteran 
plant wes wholly incapable of accommoda- 
ting all the people who, worked up to a high 
pitch by the sensational race, wanted to 
see its final lap. The gates were locked long 
before the advertised time to start the game, 
for fear the whole place would be swamped. 
The management played it safe by not ad- 
mitting nearly as many persons as had seen 
previous games at that park, for Comiskey 
wanted a “ fair feld and no favor for that 
battle. The crowd cut ho figure, and the 
White Sox were beaten squarely and unques- 
tionably by the eloquent score of 7 to 0. 


Story of Final Battles. 

To appreciate the credit due Detroit for 
that victory and the fullness of the disap- 
pointment it meant to Chicago, it is neces- 
sary to recall the évents immediately pre- 
ceding it. When the White Sox were shut 
out by Joss of Cleveland without a man of 
them reaching first base, on Oct, 2 of that 
year, they were in their last trench. An- 
other defeat would put them out of the race 
and leave the finish up to Detroit and Cleve- 
land, Comiskey’s men had four games to 
play after Joss defeated Walsh, 1 to 0, in that 
remarkable pitchers’ battle. One of the four 
remaining rape was with Cleveland and 
the other three with Detroit on the White 
Sox grounds. By winning all four of them 
the White Sox could just nose out both De-

He won some races and took a rec- 
ord of 2:06%, but the California mare beat 
him in the M. and M. and other events, her 
best mark for the campaign being 2:08. 


Baden Wins $35,000, Purses. 

Before that time Billy Buck, 2:07%, had 
shown that a trotter could win $30,000 in one 
season, and since then R. T. C. has taken 
down $32,000 in one campaign, while last 
summer Baden exceeded $35,000, the records 
they made in those campaigns being 2:06% 
and 2:05% respectively. 

Mr. Mackenzie paid a good price for Joe 
Patchen II. when the record of the big pacer 
war only 2:17%, and he never had seen a mile 
track. He entered the horse all the way 
cow the grand circuit in 1911, only to have 
hir go lame just before starting time, mak- 
ing it necessary to hold him over a year 
while Vernon McKinney, another green one, 
which had cost $7,000, took his place. 

Mr.. Mackenzie has bought liberally of 
trotters and racers that looked to have-a 
chance at the big races, and every fall and 
winter be pays out a lot of money for the 
hes bred vearlings that are to be found. He 
races trotters, free legged pacers, as well 
as those that wear the tanglers, and last 
summer he had four stables racing at the 
same time in different parts of the land. He 
also has a fine string of thoroughbreds, and

Mr. Jones and Mr. Mackenzie*agreed per- 
fectly as to the folly of the new rule, and 
in the course of the talk Mr. Jones said he 
doubt<«d whether he would start any horses 
that had no records or only slow ones under 
such aruling. Mr. Mackenzie at once agreed 
that if Mr. Jones stayed out of that section 
of the sport he would be with him, but neither 
made a positive statement of his intentions. 
Every horseman I have talked with is vig- 
orously opposed to the new rule, and the 
breeders undoubtedly will be dgainst it, as 
nothing is so certain as that curtailing the 
chances of a good horse to win money will 
bring down the price of well bred yearlings— 
from which department of the industry 
Baden, winner of $35.000 last year and then 
sold for $25,000 to the Russians, came.

setts stake in 1904 with Consuella 8. De 
Ryder for years made a living as a telegraph 
operator, and after winning the big Boston 
purse he came to the telegraph office in the 
grand stand to file a message to the home 
folks announcing the victory. Finding allthe 
operators busy, the driver grabbed a wire 
and sent his own message. 

A year ago considerable excitement was 
caused in turf circles by the action of the 
Lexington track in.changing the racing style 
of the 8 year old Kentucky Futurity from 
mile heats, three in five, to the two in three 
plan. This was done in the face of the fact 
that on several occasions the race for the 
stake had gone to five heats, and in none of 
those instances was it contended the best 
horse did not win. 


* Six Heats to Decide Race. 

Last fall six heats were required to settle 
the question of supremacy, Baldy MoGregor 
winning the opener in 2:07%, Rhythmel the 
next two in 2:08, 208, after which Manrico 
found clear sailing and took the next three 
in 2:08%, 2:00%, 2:07. 

That race showed the fallacy of the two in 
three idea, and at the stockholders’ meeting 
of the Lexington association last week the 
old order was returned to by a big majority 
vote. 

Another important matter which was 
thoroughly discussed, but not acted upon 
owing to a ruling of the chairman that it 
was not in order, was the practice of giving 
records to yearlings. Nearly all the trainers 
at the Lexington track joined in a petition 
to the management to bar trials against 
time by yearlings, and there were arguments 
on the other side by trainers who make a 
specialty of handling infantile steeds for 
speed. 


Coxe Meets with Success. 

It is announced that A. B. Coxe of 
Paoli, Pa., a breeder who races a few colts 
every year and has met with notable suc- 
cess in the stake winning line, has bought 
a yearling colt by Peter the Great, dam 
Marguerite A., 2:12%, by Axworthy; and the 
youngster is reported to be a speed marvel. 

In his early breeding operations Mr. Coxe 
did not use the Peter the Great blood, but 
soon recognized its value as a producer of 
stake winners and got some. With Peter 
Thompson he won the Kentuclly Futurity in 
1911, setting a new record for gel@ings of 
the age, while last season, but for the Uiness 
of Dillon Axworthy, 2:11\%, which had shown 
to be the best 2 year old trotter of the cam- 
paign, he probably would have annexed the 
junior division of the stake with a represent- 
ative of the Axworthy family.

Constantin, the one time assistant of Dr. 
Doyen, a well known French surgeon, was 
Shot while making fich' He managed 
te descend, the machine alighted safely at 
the Bulgarian camp dead aviator 
who had been shot in the breast, still clutch 
ing his control whee! The barograph 
showed that he had been up to a height of 
4,000 feet. He had flown over a Turkish 
fort and taken photographs and had evi- 
Gentiy been shot in the act. His biplane 
was riddled with bullets, but this did not 
seem to affect its flying qualities.

, Pitfalls to Be Avoided. 

Nor have actual cases of fraud in this line 
of operation been wanting. Sometimes they 
break gro for a railway with great cer e- 
mony and m proceed to break the stock- 
holders outany ceremony. The Arkansas 
Central Wey company dullt only forty- 
eight miles of its projected road, but its pro- 
moters succeeded in floating $5,000,000 in 
bonds of one kind or another on it. The road 
was so poorly bullt (what there was of it) 
that it was almost worthiess. When it was 
sold by the receiver at public auction it 

rought the gum of $40,000 and even that was 
paid to the receiver in his own receiver's cer- 
tifcates which had been boug®t at a discount. 

Such cases sOficiently mustrate the kind of 
dangers to be avoided in this class of se- 
curities. Our railroads at present, however, 
are in better condition than ever before. As 
a rule they are properties of enormous value 
and productive power, and no better se- 
curities as a whole can be had than properly 
selected railroad bonds. 

Another large and rapidly growing clases 
of bonds is composed of the issues of Corpo- 
rations operating public utilities, such as 
street railways, telephones, gas and electric 
light plants, etc. Those offering in the market 
however, are frequently new and based upon 
properties in course of construction, They 
are disposed of on estimated earnings and 
well written prospectuses. In such cases la- 


vestors should never forget that as a rule all 


the risk of the enterprise is put upon the bond 
buyers. If it turns out a success their invest- 
ment will be good and they will get their 5 per 
cent per annum. All the rest of the estimated 
profits that illumine the pages of the pros- 
pectus—be they ever so large—will go to the 
promoters of the scheme, who, esa rule, have 
put in no money of their own.

Buy Only If Safety Is Assured. 

If it turns out a failure the bondholders 
will be the only losers. This division of profit 
and risk doesn’t seem’ quite equitable, but ft 
is astonishing how ready many people are 
to accept it. The moral is plain. Never in- 
vest your money in the bonds of any such 
enterprise until] it is completed and can show 
actual net earnings of not less than twice 
the amount required to pay the interest on 
ite bonds. 

Many of these enterprises are legitimate 
and profitable, and offer good security for 
their bonds. But it is time enough to buy 
the securities after their safety hae been es- 
tablehed by actual experience. This is a 
good rule, indeed, in regard to any invest- 
ment. , ff 

Stocks— The great difference between bonds 
and stocks is that while the former are a 
lien on property of one kind or another, the 
latter frequently represent nothing more 
tangible than earning capacity, good will, 
and the hope of the future.

Another vital difference between bonds and 
stocks is that the former is a promise to pay 
both principal and interest, which can be en-. 
forced by law, whereas a stock promises 
nothing. In other words, the holder of a 
bond becomes a creditor of the mabers of the 
bond, whereas the holder of stock becomes 
a part of the company issuing it, and to that 
extent a debtor of all the liabilities of the 
company. m

Trusts Here to Stay. 

A large claes of stocks which has come 
into special prominence in late years is that 
known as industrials,“ which are chiefly 
the preferred and opmmon stocks of the lar- 
ger corporatidns commonly called " trusts.” 
The extravagant way in which most of these 
combinations have been capitalized hes filled 
many conservative minds with vague fore- 
boding of coming disaster, moral, financial, 
and national, as the final outcome of the 
movement. But we Should not confound the 
manner of doing a thing with the thing iteelf. 

We may admit that the promoters profit 
hag been the chief motive in many of the 
combinations, that capitalization has been 
extravagant, that speculation has been over- 
estimated, and that greater danger exists in 
the fact that the caution which should con- 
trol the Investor has already given place 
to the crage for large and quick returns. But 
the movement itself will outiive these ac- 
companimente if it is economically sound 
and if it leads to the greater and easier pro- 
duction of wealth. In my opinion the o- 
called trusts are bere to stay. The college 
presidents may rage and the politicilane im- 
again a vain thing, but no law can be formed 
which will make it a crime for any number 
of people to combine their capital and ability 
m any legitimate business. 

Laws may and sheuld be enacted for the 
regulation of the combines, for greater safe- 
guards to the investing public, and for the 
protection of smaller competing concerns 
against monopoly. Compulsory publicity of 
the condition of the corporation would go a 
long way in the right direction, but all talk of 
stopping the movement fein vain. 

Thewfield for investment known ee “ in- 
3 is fairly entitled to coneldera- 
tion. Here even more than elsewhere inves- 
tigation of the facta guided by common 
sende is a necessity. The common stocks 
composed entirely of water and given away 
as a bonus to help sell the preferred cannot be 
Clagsed as investments, and many of the pre- 
ferred stocks represent so extravagant cap- 
italization that they should aleo be avoided. 
But for investors capable of Investigation be- 
fore and supervision after purchasing their 
investments some of the preferred indus- 
trials offer a legitimate and profitable oppor- 
tunity.

“A good salesman would consider him.

not want, while in fifteen minutes he might 
have sold that same man ten times as big 
a bill of goods he did want; or a merchant 
would be a chump to spend a great deal of 
time and money pushing a few ‘ stickers,’ 
when the same amount of money and time 
placed back of seasonable goods would yield 
a hundred times the returns; for it pays 
to push hardest where ithe results come 
easiest. 

“Many a man makes the same mistake 
as many a merchant—I know I did—of try- 
ing to sell his sticker abilities, hie inferior 
stock of talent, instead of pushing hardest 
in the sort of work where his mental and 
physical and temperamental equipment—his 
personality—sell easiest. For just as in.mer- 
chandising the same amount of energy when 
applied to a business or line of work that 
a man is best fitted for will send him many 
times closer the top, 

* 
Accurate Self-Analysis Needed. 

“When a young man once analyzes his 
abilities he must also accurately analyze the 
requirements of various kinds of work. If 
he changes position frequently he should 
delve into the fundamental requirements for 
success in each line. 

Then when he knows himself and knows 
the requirements of certain kinds of work he 
won't try to fit round abilities into square 
requirements, like I did. 

“The importance of getting an early start 
in the right kind of work cannot be over- 
emphasized—and to be the right man in the 
right work at the right time requires accu- 
rate self analysis.”

True Function Is to Criticise. 


The true function of the office boy is not to 
fun errands or to guard the door or to clean 
desks. It is to show his alleged superiors 
their places and to prevent any of the alleged 
@uperiors from loafing, gossiping, drinking, 
meglecting work, or from getting away with 
a “ bluff.” 

Were it not for the keen eyes and the 
eener criticism of superiors by office boys, 
end their uncanny knack of discovering just 
how and when every one in the office shirke 
or tries to shirk, millions of dollars a year 
would be wasted by employés of offices, by 
Managers, and even by owners. 

In order that an employer shall have and 
hold the respect of the office boy he must live 
up to the office boy’s ideal of what the boss 
Should be. There is not the slightest wisdom 
in attempting to deceive the office boy or to 
overawe him by assumed dignity. The only 
stem is to be what he thinks a boss should 
be, and any one who lives up to that ideal 
will succeed 8 

The system by which the respect of the 
eme boy may be kept is as follows: Employ 
the boy.

It hes always been a matter of wonder to 
me that the eyes of moresaleswomen are not 
fixed on the ‘ buyer’ goal, and their efforts 
made to follow in the dtrection of their eyes. 

“The position is there for the girl who is 
Prepared for it. But the opportunity will 
never present itself to the girl who has no 
a complete kmowledge of ner stock. f 

“I do not wien to go on record as saying 
that a girl cannot become a buyer unless 
She serve in the stockroom,” he went on. 
“She can, and the number of saleswomen 
who have become buyers would readily dis- 
prove such a statement. But I say emphati- 
cally that a girl can never become a buyer 
without a perfect knowledge of her stock. 
The saleswomen who have become succeess- 
ful buyers have acquired the knowledge by 
their own individual effort rather than by it 
being a vital part of their training in the 
saleswomanship end. 

“There is a greater chasm between the’ 
average $12 to $15 a week saleswoman and 
the buyer of her department than there is 
between the $8 a week stock girl and the 
buyer. And it le our experience that where 
two positions are open, say for $15 a wee 
one calling for a saleswoman and the other 
calling for a stock girl—we can get any 
number of saleswomen worth the $15 a week, 
while it is most dificult to get a girl with 
enough stock knowledge to make her worth 
that salary. 


* 
Buyer Has Enviable Place. 

There is a reason for ome piece of mer- 
chandise being higher priced than anotber, 
and the saleswoman who knows that reason 
and can satisfactorily explain the difference 
to customers is on the read to the big 
position. Such knowledge can be acquired 
only by a careful study of the stock. 

“A woman buyer has an enviable 
position. She attains a salary that few other 
lines of work offer women and her work end 
working conditions are usually of a most 
pleasant order. 

“Three, four, and five thousand dollars a 
year is not an uncommon salary for a suc- 
cessful women buyer. Some of them even at- 
tain the $1000 a year mark. 

“The saleewoman who is everlastingly at 
it. with an ineatiate desire to acquire 
knowledge of her merchandise—who keeps 
abreast of the times by reading trade papers 
and faghion papers, and extracts from the de- 
partment manager or the buyer every bit of 
information she possibly can about the goods 
le bound to get to the top.”

IGHT years ago a young married cou- 

ple then Mving in Chicago turned their 

| faces toward the west, leaving behind 

old associates and everything they 

held dear. A sage covered ranch of 

120 acres in Wyoming wae to be their des- 
tination. 

Neither the man nor bie wife had ever 
lived on a farm or knew the first thingabout 
agricultural pursuits—except that the bus 
band could drive a horse. 

In imagination one sees this couple as 
they alighted from the train at Cody, Wya, 
in a strange country and amid surroundings 
vastly different from the crowded, bustling 
streets whence they had come. i 

Instinctively one sees them turn and look 
back down the track that leads to the me- 
tropolis. To them at the time it probably 
seemed like severing the last tie wih aivii- 
Iza tion. 

Carrying the mind’s picture a little further, 
We see the young couple riding in a buc® 
board, or springless wagon into the coumtry 
over a trail that led through miles ot sage 
brush. Perhaps there is @ feeling of disap- 
pointment as they get the first glimpse of 
their future home—a sage covered plain 

That was eight years ago. The other day 
the Forward to the Land bureau received a 
letter from this Woman She signed herself

Sought Health and Home. 

“Tf we had remained in Chicago,” she 
writes in conclusion, ¥ we would have today

In this time the increase in our m- 
come had been but nominal. 

We then decided to leave Chicago and 
buy land in a western state where the dry 
climate would help me regain my health and 
the low price of land would make it possible 
for us to own our home. 

“ Thr h a real estate agent in Chicago we 
bought 120 acres of raw land, seventy of 
which could be irrigated and the rest used 
for grazing, under) an irrigeAing canal just 
com pleted. 

“ We paid $50 per acre for the irrigabie land 
and $15.50 per acre for the remainder, mak- 
ing Gret payment at time of purchase, with 
the privilege of five years’ time to finish 
payments. Raw land of¢che same kind is now 
Selling for $40 to $50 per acre. 


“Snaked"’ Logs Ten Miles. 

Our capital was Mmited—less than $2,000 
—and with this we made our first payment on 
land, bought a few farm implements and 
tools, wire for fencing, and some other neces- 
sities which were cheaper in Chicago than in 
the west. 

“Our household goods implements, and 
some pigs and chickene filled a car, so we 
obtained a lower freight rate than we could 
have secured in shipping by local freight. 

Upon our arrival in the west we bought 
four horses, paying more than they were 
worth becduse of inability to cope with a 
western horse dealer. 

Nothing but sage brush grew upon our 
land; no timber nearer than the mountains, 
ten miles away. So the first thing after put- 
ting up ountent, In which we were to live 
until our home should be ready (it was in 
October) was to go to the mountains for 
logs for building purposes. Lumber being 
high, we decided to use as little as possible. 

With the help of another green man 
my husband naked the pine loge down the 
steep moGntain tral] and hauled them, fifteen 
logs ata time, the ten miles to our place 
enough for houge logs, fence posts, and cor- 
ral poles—a hard task for a chy man from 
the corn belt, whose sole qualification for a 
farmer was his ability to drive a team. 

“My husband and another inexperienced 
man cut and fitted the logs and built our log 
cabin, which has been a comfortable and cozy 
little home, Te loge, with their rich brown 
bark of different shades, make a rustic in- 
terior very pleasing. 

„ The barn was of lumber, also the floors 
and finishing of the bouse; elsewhere logs 
were used. Before the first of February our 
house, barn, corral, and a cave cellar were 
completed—siow and laborious work for un- 
accustumedé hands. 

“Our fencing was not finished until the 
middle of the first summer, and the neigh- 
bors’ cows had many feaste in our grain 
fields. .

“We were anable to break up more than 
twenty acres of our sage brush before the 
first summer, but this ylelded an excellent 
crop of wheat and oats sown with alfalia, 
which ig not cut until the second year.

„We wondered how we Were to live during 
the coming yeer, but found we could get 
necessities on crédit by paying 12 per cent 
interest on our bills.

“By the spring of the second year we had 
a cow and calf, another team of horses 
(bought on time), several hogs, and—a larger

„Each year a Attle more land was broken 
up (it was all covered with sage brush) and 
for several years we have had most of our 
land seeded to alfalfa. This coming spring 
we expect to plow part of the alfalfa ground

in southern Arizona or California. How does 
one get there? RSE 20; 

There is no public land in the Salt river 
project. Lands in this valley have long 
been considered valuable and are all in 
private ownership. No raffroad lands are 
available under any canal in the valley. 

Of lands helé privately only about three- 
fourths are now cultivated, and will not de 
until water can be supplied from the canals. 
Surplus lands in excess of 100 acres will 
be in the merket for sale, and the price of 
these lands new ranges from $75 to $150 per 
acre. The difference is partly between cuiti- 
vated and uncultivated lands and is partly 
due to distance from towns or railroad sta- 
tions. In a few cases it is due to the differ. 
ence in the quality of the land. Terms can 
ibe made in nearly all cases with the owners, 
largely the big development companies. 
The climate of that section is healthy. For 
further information in regard to the valley 
and the project you might write to the secre- 
tary of the board of trade at Phoenix, Aris.,

As the special correspondent is not bound 
to any newspaper staff, she can send the 
same item to as many papers as.ate willing 
to buy it. 

All that is necessary 4 that the corre- 
spondent watch the papers of her own town 
and the vicinity for articles of unusual in- 
terest, such as an extraordinary phenomenon 
of nature—a flood or cyclone—a sensational 
murder, an event involving some well 
known personage or a relative of his; any 
happening of interest which tekes place at 
or near some historic site. or any of a thou- 
sand sensational things that people are apt 
to do. 

She then rewrites the article, stating the 
facts clearly and concisely, and sends it 
as early as possible to the metropolitan 
papers most likely to be interested. No in- 
vestment of money is needed and no appoint- 
ment as regular correspondent on any staff. 

No literary style is required, nor even an 
unusual amount of education, all that is 
necessary being the ability to write plainly 
and state facts in a simple, direct way. It 
is a known fact that some of our most suc- 
cessful reporters are unskilled in the use 
of English gramme. 

Articles are paid for by the column, usually 
at the first of each month. The correspond- 
ent keeps an account of the articles she has 
submitted, with the number of words in each, 
and sends her bill for correspondence at the 
end of the month. 

The article submitted must be of more than 
local Interest or else must contain some un- 
usual or sensational element. ö 

The writing of “feature articles” may 
be made profitable, the feature story being 
an account of some historic place or some 
person of more than state prominence who 
lives near the writer's home or is in some 
way connected with it. Even things of seem- 
ingly small importance may be made the 
subject of interesting feature articles, for 
example, a superstition about some haunt- 
ed house in the neighborhood,.an article of 
furniture with a peculiar history which may 
be tn the possession of some friend, a pecul- 
lar product which may be produced in the 
writer’s town. an unusual fad or hobby of 


“™ gome acquaintance, an odd collection of 


curios, or even the romance in a neh- 
bor’s life. . 

The value of an article d greatly en- 
hanced’ by the use of phot if they 
can de secured, and they will be for at 
nearly the same rate as the article itself. 

The feature article may be syndicated; 
that is, sold to a number of newapapers at 
e same time. There should be as many 
manuscripts and copies of photographs as 
there are aewspapers to be syndicated.

I have reserved 
a copy of it for myself and hope this will 
reach the friend who inquired for K. I 
have used it with splendid success.

Iam much your debtor for your thought - 
fulness in sending the recipe, and 1 com- 
mend your prudence in keeping a copy ‘of 
it for sourself. It is a rather useless waste 
of gray matter, in my estimation, to try. 
to hold recipes in your head. One set of 
instructions written out is more valuable 
than a dozen intrusted to your memory. I 
am Flad to reprint the reeipe as it stands 
since you have proved its worth by your 
“splendid success.” 

BURNT SUGAR CAKE--To prepare the 
burnt sugar, melt one cup of sugar in a 
granite pan till it is a liquid and throws off 
an intense smoke. Have close at hand one- 
half cup of boiling water; which add to 
the sugar, etirring rapidly. Let it boll for 
a moment, when it Ils ready for use. Cake 
part: Beat one-half cup of butter to a 
cream, adding gradually one and one-half 
cups sugar. Beat till creamy. Add yolks 
of two eggs and blend thoroughly. Next 
add one cup of water and two cups of flour; 
beat five minutes; then add three teaspoons 
of the burnt sugar, oneteaepoon of vaniiia, 
and one-half cup of flour in which two tea- 
spoons of baking powder have been sifted 
Lastly, add the whites of the eggs beaten 
stiff. Bake in three layers and put to- 
gether with the following frosting: 

Two cups brown sugar, one-third cup 
milk, and one tablespoonful of the burat 
sugar. Boll till it hardens in water, add a 
few drops of vanilla. and then beat till 
creamy enovgh to spread on cake. A d 
licious cake and well worth the effort en- 
tailed. The burnt sugar left over may be 
bottled and kept in good condition for some 
time. It is used in our family for giving 
gravy a brown coler algo.

sometimes prevented from taking exercise 
by inclement weather, and need the fruit 
juices to regulate our systems. Dried tiop- 
lea) fruite—dates, figs, raisina, citron, cur- 
rants, and the like—are with us, but they 
are not what we require, Acids, such as 
that of the orange, the grapefruit, the ap- 
pie, either fresh or dried, or canned native 
fruits, such as have been put up in hot 
weather for winter use, are more service to 
us just now. 

Make a study of offering these in desserts 
of sundry kinds. Our families are not al- 
Ways content with fresh fruit, pure and 
simple. They demand pies, and puddings, 
and tarts, and probably would be satisfied 
with suet pucdings and mince pies and 
French pancakes and other heavy sweets 
that make a demand upon digestions which 
are already overworked by the quantity of 
meats and starches we have bestowed upon 
them. If you are to wheedie your family 
into partaking of the fruit juices they 
really need you must use judgment in pre- 
paring these in euficient variety to appeal 
to the appetite. . 

The following recipes may help you and 
may serve as a suggestion for other com- 
binations. If any of unusual excellence 
occur to you, will you not send them to 
me, that I may give them a place here 
where they may be of benefit to many other 
home caterers? 

It ia worth while to add that where fresh 
fruit ig called for t“ e evaporated may be 
used if it is first soaked adequately. As I 
said above, the canned fruit may also be 
employed-in the place of that which is out 
of season or too expensive for dally use.

“BRAN BISCUIT—One and 4 quarter 
cups of bran, three-quarters of a cup of 
graham flour, one cup of white flour, quar- 
ter of a cup of ehortening [ I use drippings) 
two cups of sour milk, three tablespoon- 
fuls of molasses, ope teaspoonful of soda. 
Bake in a sheet like gingerbread or in gem 
tins. Mix soda in sour milk. 

“CORNMEAL PUDDING—One and a 
half cups of milk, one and a half table- 
epoontfuis [rounded] of cornmeal, one and a 
half tablespoonfuls of dried bread crumbs, 
one teaspoonful of cinnamon, quarter of a 
teaspoonful of salt, one tablespoonful of 
brown sugar, quarter of a cup of molasses, 
butter bait the size of an egg, one egg, a 
handful of raising. When the milk beiis 
tir in the cornmeal, bread crumbs, salt, 
and cinnamon, which have been mixed ta- 
gether, boil a few minutes, cool, and add 
the other ingredients, beating them in well. 
Bake from an hour to an hour and a halt 
in a moderate oven. 

“ DEVONSHIRE SQUAB PIEB—Dither 
mutton or pork is good in this, so long as 
it is fresh and not too fat. First ot all at the 
bottom of the dish put a layer of the meat 
cut in small pieces, next oniong sliced, 
season with pepper and salt to taste, then 
a layer of sliced potatoes, next a layer 
of sliced apples; repeat until the dish is 
fall; cover with a Crust made either with 


' drippings or suet. 


This ig just as the recipe came down to 
me. I always add some boiling water and 
jet the pie cook in a moderate oven for an 
hour or two before I put the crust on, ¢ov- 
ering the meas,-ete., with a tin. Our ovens 
are quicker than those of our English cou- 
sins, 60 I find u better t cook the meat 
firat. * ALT" 
The address ter which you ask was sent 
to you by mall, at ence, and I doen't doubt 
that before this the shut-in has benefited 
by your knowledge of it. Thank you for 
the recipes. Those of your own compdsi- 
tion tempt me to early experiment with 
them on my own account, and the squab 
ple sounds good. Evidently the word 
‘squab is not limited to the young of the 
pigeon in Devonshire. The dictionarv 
places among its definitions of the word 
something well stuffed, and the term 
“squab ple may apply to a well filled 
dish. In any case it suggests a novelty 
in the line of meat dishes, and I am sure 
on this account will be as welcome to other 
housekeepers ag to me.

First of all, to cut the high cost of living, 
there must come a desire to do v0. Too many 
people, especially the younger couples, try to 
Hye up to or just a little above their friends’ 
styles, regardless of difference of income, or 
without considering whether they shall live 
above what they can really afford, just be- 

cause some of their friends do. 

Then, too, we must be more systematic, not 
spending in a haphazard manner until all is 
spent, but economizing by making a certain 
allowance monthly for each expenditure and 
keeping within that allowance. I have in 
mind young wives who do not devote enough 

of their time to the management and work 
of their homes. They spend a great deal 
ef their time off the go” among their 
friends or downtown, rush home at a late 
hour and hurry together a meal without stop- 
ping to count the cost.“ The careful man- 
ager arranges her menu at least a day ahead 
of preparation—better still, a week ahead— 
thereby being able *“ count the cost and 
keep within the allowance for edibles. 

Again, some people like to avoid Work on 
the argument that it doesn't pay to prepare 
things yourself th days, when you can buy 
them already prepared so cheaply.” Ex- 
cepting a few things, this is not true, how- 
ever. We have found that fruits, jellies, pre- 
serves, pickles, etc., cost almost twice as 
much factory prepared, besides not being as 
palatable as home prepared. 

To cut the cost of clothing learn to sew, at 
least to make the plain house clothes. In 
my own experience I have found that to get 
the same grade of material ready made that 
I would buy to make a garment costs nearly 
three times as much. Ot course, that’s for 
material only; but the housewife who is in- 
terested in saving can find one.afternoon a 
week at least to devotetosewing. We admit 
that you can buy ready-mades «heaply, but 
how long do the cheap ones last? Another 
great saving is in keeping your clothes well 
eired, brushed, pressed, and mended. A little 
time each week given to caring for clothes 
in this way will cut the cost in half, as they 
will wear twice as long, besides the satisfac- 
tion of a neat appearance. 

We also find there is much saved by buy- 
ing in large quantities, instead of just when 
needed and as much as is needed at that time.

Some Leftover Recipes. 

„Meat prices are the most vital part of the 
mereased cost of living. I havé found that 
most tempting and nourishing dishes can 
be made ot leftovers and that it really pays 
to purchase a little more meat than one 
really wishes at a single meal. 

„To me a dish of food must prove of good 
taste, of good appearance, and must be nu- 
tritious: and if it is not so I do not serve it. 
o me there is nothing more woebegone 
than leftovers thrown together and merely 
warmed. 

Here are some possibilities for meat that 
is left over. By following these meat bilis 
are cut more than half: 

„% For beef left over from roasts—Beef 
Spanish—Melt and brown two tablespoon- 
fuls butter, add one small onion, sliced, and 
cook until brown. Add two tablespoonfuls 
of flour and brown, stirring all the while; 
then add two cupfuls finely chopped meat. 
Add one cupful stock and one cupful toma- 
toes and cook until thoroughly hot. Season 
and serve on dish garnished with timbales 
of rice. 

“For leftover lamb—Pilaff of Lamb—Boil 
one-half cup rice in plenty of boiling salted 
water for twenty minutes. Drain and mix 
with two cups chopped cold lamb, season 
with salt and pepper and a few drops celery 
extract. Add two tablespoonfule butter, 
melted, and when meat is heated turn the 
rice and meat into a greased tin mold. Place 
in the oven fen minutes, or until the pilaff 
will keep its form when turned out of mold. 
Serve with tomato sauce. : 

For leftover chicken—Creamed Chicken— 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of butter, add two 
tablespoonfuls flour and stir until smooth. 
Add one cup cream and one cup milk. Stir 
until it thickens. Turn into a double boiler 
and add two cups chopped chicken. When 
thoroughly heated add yolk of one egg and 
one tablespoonful chopped parsley. Mix, 
season to taste, and serve on toast or in a 
potato border. 

For leftover veal—Veal Souffle—Melt two 
tablespoonfule butter without browning, 
then add two tablespoonfuls flour. Stir until 
smooth. Add one cup cream and one cup 
milk, stir until it thickens. Add two cupfuls 
chopped veal to this sauce and when thor- 
oughly heated add yolks of threeeggs. Take 
When ready to use, 


sauce. Turn into a greased mold or baking 
dish and bake for twenty minutes in a hot 
oven. Mra. C. W. 8.“

I buy nearly all my groceries at 
a Cash grocery store and save considerably 
Butter is 8 or 4 cents a pound cheaper; sugar 
is 5 cents a pound; all soaps are 4% cents 
a bar; macaroni and spaghetti are 8 cents 
A package, etc.; in fact, everything is several 
cente cheaper than at other grocery stores. 

We do not go to amusements, except to 
several good concerts a year, as my husband 
and myself are both lovers of music. I 
have all the booké to read that I want from 
our village library. We don't buy any candy. 
If we care for some I make delicious fudge. 
It is far cheaper and better. 

I do all my own housework, all my baking 
[baking bread for neighbors, also], and most 
of my sewing and trimming of my hate. 

When underwear or other garments are 
bought I immediately work over all the but- 
tonholes, sew the buttons on tight, etc, Have 
found out that dutte r are much 
stronger and don’t Wear out at all. In fact, 
patching clothes before they are worn 
through will preserve them so much longer.

I am much interested in “ fighting the cost 
of living,” and would like to tell you my plan. 
My husband receives $65 per month and of 
this we save $10. We are two in the family 
and I receive $88 per month for rent and 
household expenses. Our rent is $25 for a 
stove heated flat, but we rent one room for 
$10 and so I have $28 for groceries, meat, milk, 
and gas. 

The balance is used for fuel, clothes, car 
fare, doctor, dentist, and incidentals. 

As we do not care for meat substitutes 
we always have meat or fish for dinner. I 
find steaks, chops, and stews more econom- 
ical than roasts. A small porterhouse for 
25 cents is plenty, and I cut the tough end 
off and, with a pound of chuck beef, some 
carrots, and onions, I have a good stew for 
the next night. Husband carries lunch of 
sandwiched, cake, and fruit, and my own 
lunch consists of “‘ leftovers” or toast, tea, 
and fruit. As canned vegetables are expen- 
sive, I use carrots, cabbage, squash, turnips, 
and onions, also dried_peas and beans. 

In the summer I make jellies, pickles, and 


can plenty of fruit. I also do all my own | 


baking. 

We are both careful of our clothes, as we 
like to dress well. We buy good qualities, but 
watch the ads for bargains in clothes and 
shoes as well as groceries. 

I buy à plain tallered coat or suit early in 
the season and it will last two years for good 
and one for hack wear and look well. Al- 
ways avoid extreme styles, as they change 
often. 

My dresses and all other sewing is done 
at home with the ald of my mother. I make 
my own hats and buy good trimming for win- 
ter hats but less expensive for summer, as 
the sun soon fades summer hats. 

Of course I always go to the stores, watch 
the scales, figure the bills, and pay cash for 
everything.

To Remedy Faults in Fitting. 

Now a few ifs about fitting: 

If the skirt seems to have fullness at the 
bottom of the center front and pulls up, then 
the back needs raising. 

If it seems to droop at the belt in either 
the front or back, then it will need raising 
im that place. 

If the skirt draus up in a fold just below 
the waist line over the hips, the belt 10 too 
tight and will have to be altered. 

If it seems to draw up and form wrinkles 
about six or seven inches below the beit, then 
the hips are too tight. Look out for this fault, 
for it is sure to spoil the shape of the skirt 
in front and in the back make the hooks 
read apart and form creases when you 
sit down. 

Nowadays most of the skirte are faced— 
that is, unless they happen to be made of 
some heavy material, and then it is quite 
unnecessary. This will always help the gen- 
eral appearance of a skirt, for it will make 
the garment hang smoothly and form grace- 
ful folds at the bottom, especiaily if the ma- 
terial is of moderate weight or some of the 
thin ones like charmeuse, crépe meteor, or 
the like. 

After the skirt has been turned up put a 
row of bastings around the bottem to show 
the line for the lower edge and cut the facing, 
These days, when it is necessary to have quite 
@ good deal of weight at the bottom of a 
skirt, a facing must naturally be quite wide 
even to twenty inches, though that i> ex.

M. L.: It is more becoming to have the 


back of a shirtwaist without fullness, with 


the slight gathers adjusted under a casing 
run with a drawing string at the waist 
line, and for laundering purposes this is a 
much more preferable method than à per“ 
manent adjustment of this fullness. The 
material at the center back should be cut 
on the straight of the grain, with almost a 
straight line at the shoulders and only a 
slight bias at the under arm seams. Through- 
out the back the materia! should be straight- 
er than at the front. As there is no curve 
in the figure at the back there is no neces- 
sity for the curve which the bias would give. 
The straighter the material in the back the 
better fitting the shirtwaist will be. 

A common error in making a shirtwaist is 
to draw the fullness at the waist line in the 
back into a small space, causing the fullness 
to spread out in bias lines toward each under 
arm seam, making the back appear very 
bulky and ugly and giving a strained ill 
fitting look to the front of the waist. Ease 
the fullness across the center back in straight 
lines to the belt, keeping it in the place it 
naturally falls. 

The seam at the shoulder should be In a 
direct straight line along the top of the 
shoulder, not falling over the top of the 
arm nor dropping back. It should only be 
as long as the width of the shoulders and 
should meet the top of the sleeve directly at 
the shoulder edge. If it slips over the edge 
of the shoulder it will cause the sieeve in turn 
to droop, throwing it out of place and giving 
a most uncomfortable, as well as badly ft-

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N a recent interview Mme. Mariska 
Aldrich, a European grand opera singer,

For you know that a singer's mouth 
is occupied with the production of tone alone 
and should you disturb it to express hatred, 
anger, or any other feeling, the tone would 
change. 

“But from M. Giraudet, who was a pupil 
of the famous Delsarte, I managed finally 
to master the system. It was not easy in 
point of time. The muscles of the eyebrows 


do not respond easily to the will, and 1 
remember that I struggled once for three hours 
before I could imitate the figure which de- 
picts an acutely satirical eyebrow elevated

An eyebrow which is straight down so as 
to overshadow the eye produces a gloomy 
appearance. 

“Eyebrows slanting obliquely in a down- 
ward line from the nose depict increasing 
stages of anxiety. In moments of ecstasy 
the eyebrows are raised, while concentrate! 
attention draws them together over the bridge 
of the nose.

While the Englishman's muff was always 
comparatively simple, the Frenchman of that 
day went to great extremes in the matter 
of trimmings. Frills and furbelows, ribbons 
and jewelry adorned them, in utter disre 
gard of taste or beauty. 


What Your Energy Could Do 
if It Were Used in That Way. 


F your body were an electrical machine 
these are some of the things it could do, 
that is, if all the heat and the muscular 
energy expended by an average man were 

converted into electrical units, it would show 
that he used up about two and one-half kilo- 
watt hours of electrical energy in the course 
of a working day. 

This amount of electricity may not seem 
reat, but when one considers the things 
that can be done with it the result is a trifle 
startling. 

With two and one-half hours of kilowatt 
electrical energy you could heat an electPie 
flatiron for six hours, or run a sewing machine 
motor for 100 hours; heat an electric toaster 
for four hours; run a large fan for thirty-two 


hours, or warm a chafing dish for six horse 
and an electric curling iron for 100 hours. 

All this is accomplished withont volun- 
tary effort and merely comes in the course 
of the day’s work and does not represent 
the énergy and endurance of a laboring man. 
Really it is an astounding revelation of the 
efficiency of the human machine.

Dr. William Perkin, the English chemist, 
who has done q much remarkable “work 
along practical scientific lines, claims to hac 
revently discovered a method of making a 
cotton cloth absolutely fireproof. Of course 
there have been other fireproof materials in- 


vented ere this, but they have all been im 


possible for practical use, as they have been 

extremely expetsive, and unable td retain 

the fireproofing material after one washing. 
But Mr. Perkin has solved all these dim. 


culties. After he has finished with the cloth 
it is much softer and finer and prettler than 
the cotton from which it is made. Iudeed, he 
insists that women can use it for party gowns 
ws well as firemen for the service. And can 
you imagine the comfort of the older mem- 
bers of the family on the Fourth of July, if 
the children were all dressed in the goods! 
It is not going to be expensive, either. it 
will cost about 2 cents a yard more than the 
untreated cloth, but it will also Wear one- 
fifth longer, it ie said. 

The process is simple enough, consisting 
in soaking ordinary cloth in a solution t 
sodium stamate, and then afterwards in 
sulphate ofeammonium which is heated to a 
high temperature.

T is a well known fact that birds and 
many animals migrate to southern cli- 
mates to keep themselves warm. The 
bat, tortoise, dormouse, and other ani-

These animals are veritable Rip Van Win- 
kles and are counted among the best winter 
sleepers. 

So deep is the lethargy of a doormotse 
that if this little creature is awakened sud- 
denly and put near a fire his pulse beats 
so slowly that be is lifeless in a few min 
utes. While asleep he is Kept alive by the 
surplus food he has eaten in the autumn and 


which is stored up in his body as fat. 

Frogs and toads are even sounder sleepers 
and approach nearer to a lifeless condition in 
sleep than any other animal life except cer- 
tain fish. For in them the heart beating 
stops and breathing in thé orditary way is 
impossible. During this time the breath- 
ing is carried on through the pores of the 
skin. The skin is thin Wough to purify 
the blood. 

These strange samples of torpor are also 
caused by lack of food during the bitter cold. 
For in countries where excessive heat and 
drought prevail there are numerous instances 
of torpor that are quite as profound as that 
exhibited by the winter sleepers.

said to compare favorably with a burglar's 
ss jimmy.” 

And this new “ jimmy” of science is hav- 
ing more marvelous results in getting at the 
mysteries in a brain and in wresting confes- 
sions from crintinals than any of the metb- 
ods which have been practiced hitherto by 
the torturers of the olden days or the modern 
police of this country or of continental Eu- 
rope. Dr. Münsterberg thus explains his 
process:

In the room 
where the woman was found there was a 
bird cage containing a canary. When the 
word bird was given to him it immediate- 
ly called to his mind the grewsome memory 
of his deed, and after a perceptible hesita- 
tion he substituted the word ‘ sparrow.’ 

“TI neglected to say that I and my patient 
ha ve little eiectric instruments between our 
lips and every movement of speaking makes 
an electri: current which passes through an 
electric clockwork whose index moves around 
a dial ten times in every second. So the 
length of time between every word and every 
answer is carefully registered.

It will also be a blessing to the girl who is 
agonizing because the man she loves does 
not propose, and to the husband who is cer- 
tain his wife no longer loves him, and to the 
wife who is convinced that her busband e 
growing cold. Rat it will spell only terror 
for those men who are contemplating crime 
and those women who are hiding dread se- 
erets in their souls. For some day they wil! 
wake and find their secrets being shrieked 
at them from the housetops.” 


Last Bested; 


Shock Yourself to Sleep. 


LECTRICALLY produced sleep is to be 
the great boon of weary and disordered 
mankind, if the expectations of Dr. F. 
Nagelschmidt of the Berlin Finsen in- 

stitute are realized. For a number of years 
now he has been working steadily toward this 
end. Not long ago Dr. Leduc succeeded ia 
producing. sleep in animals by the application 
of continuous electric current to the base of 
the brain, but the currents necessary were 
too near the dahger point to be considered 
practical in human experiment. 

Dr. Nagelschmidt. however, claims to have 
discovered an improved method whereby he 
uses a special alternating current which gives 
narcotic effects without exceeding or evén ap- 
proaching the limit of safety. For it appears 
that not only can the number of volts be fixed 


* 


as needed but the time the current is to flow 
can be determined as well. Unconsciousness 
is produced quickly, but an awakening fol- 
lows in about a couple of minutes after the 
current ceases. Then an alternating current 
is immediately applied, with the result that a 
quick and natural sleep of two or three hours 
results. 

Other useful and beneficial effects are ex- 
pected from this discovery. Neuralgie pains, 
inflammation of various kinds, rheumatism, 
and other world age afflictions of humanity are 
to be remedied in this manner: In institutions 
for the insane it is a harmless and effective 
means of controlling the insane without the 
old fashioned straitjacket. The electric sleep 
ean also be deepened so as to give painless 
execution of criminals or the slaughtering of 
animals. 


Boom Boom Crackling Sting 
That’s the Future Language. 


ROBABLY some 5,000 years stretch 
between the oldest language in the 
world and the latest and most ad- 
vanced language now in existence. 
For present day language is hopelessly out 
of date, says Sig. F. T. Marinetti, the well 
known author and priest of that half re 
ligion and half science which is called Fu- 
turism. Some day, he claims, only nouns 
will be used, with perhaps an occasional verb. 
He refuses to punctuate, and says that punc- 
tuation marks should be abolished along with 
adjectives and adverbs. He gets his pauses 
by using blank spaces of so many letters. For 
instance, a long pause which he wishes to 
emphasize will be given sixteen or 20 letters 


and a shorter pause less, 

This is an é@xample of the language which 
he claims will some day be substituted for 
our present day complicated system of writ- 
ing.

Should she not stop in the early years of 
her fame, satisfied with a moderate amount 
of success? : 

Is it a feminine trait never to know when 
it is time to stop? 

Can a woman with ambition and talent suf- 
ficient to lead her to the heights of fame and 
renown ever realize that a time will come 
when she will long for rest and peace and 
privacy? 

These questions and a hundred similar ones 
have been raised since Mme.

Views Her Voice as a Sister. 


Mme. Calbe in a recent letter written 
from Paris to an American friend speaks 
mournfully of the flight of time and of the 
sorrows which. may come to those the world 
think the most fortunate. 

“Let me reassure you at once,” she says, 
“as to my health, which is not bad, and as 
to my dear beautiful voice, which is still brave 
and sonorous, mor“ touching and of a more 
intense sensibility than ever—doubtless that 
it may be more regretted.

“ But, after all, that i: not happiness. I 
would have preferred to have been the mother 
of five or six children. They would have 
been my lullaby. The greatest joy that can 
come to any woman is motherhood, and noth- 
ing that the world can give in the form of 
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material praise or happiness can compare 
with it.” 

This was not always Mme. Calvé’s opinion. 
In the early days she thought of fame alone. 
To be recognize! was the highest goal of her 
ambition. 

For her earliest days were not easy, nor 
was she immediately accorded the honors of 
a great prima donna. Owing to her poverty 
her teaching was fragmentary and inferior, 
so that when she first went on the operatic 
stage she was scarcely prepared: 

She made her debut in Brussels as Mar- 
guerite in “ Faust,” but received poor no- 
tices and was severely criticised. 

Italy was even worse. In “ La Scala” she 
was hissed, and could not go on with her 
performance.

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was to go back to Italy and show them what 
she really could do. 

When she returned there three years later 
her reception was as warm as it had former- 
ly been frigid. The guests of the hotel where 
she was staying made a flowery chariot and 
carried her to the opera house. Following 
the fourth opera she was unable to get out 
of the theater for an hour after the perform- 
ance on account of the mobs of people crowd- 
ing the streets and swarming about the stage 
door, to catch a glimpse of the radiantly beau- 
tiful and fascinating singer.

Her Return to Italy a Triumph. 

Her aim was accomplished. She had fam 
She was on the road to success. ’ 

Then came her second ambition—to make 
money. She remembered! with bitterness the 
early years of her life, the long slaving hours 
in Paris, without enough to eat or wear. She 
has always been reluctant about disclosing 
the details of that early streggle—but if it 
were printed it would read very much like 
Charpentier’s “ Louise.” 

The cry, then, was money, money, money! 

She frankly avowed in an interview that al- 
though she loved her work and really enjoyed 
it, the main aim was money. 

“I am extravagant and want luxuries,” 
she explained. 1 know what it is to do 
without them, and now I want them.” 

The salary began to rise slowly in Europe, 
by great leaps when she came to this coun- 
try, until she was getting $2,000 a night, 

The second ambition was accomplished. 
She bought one of the most magnificent coun- 
try places in all Europe, in the south ot 
France. The Chateau de Cabrieres, a castle 
the history of which runs back to the eleventh 
century, cost its mistress over $500,000. She 
fitted it up at an enormous expense, and then 
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proceeded to put the surrounding 500 acres 
into cultiytion. And she could do all this 
when she was only 25 years old. 

Money and fame! What next? Love, of 
course. 

Calvé had always had numerous admirers, 
but she had always professed herself too busy 
to take the time to fall in love. 

There was a certain M. Cain—Henri Cain 
—who had long tried to persunde her to 
marry him, but Calvé laughed at his solicita- 
tions. She called his reasons conventional 
apd unworthy. She tossed her head and de- 
clared she must be free; that was the charm 
of their relationship. Why spoil it by mar- 
riage? 

M. Cain took her at her word and left her 
free. He publicly jilted her for Natalie 
Dutton of the Opera Comique, and then 
Calvé’s third aim came to light. 

She would win Henri Cain. 

And she did. 

It took two years, but at the end of that 
time the announcement was made. public of 
the engagement of the celebrated prima donna 
to M. Cain, who was one of the noted libret- 
tists of Paris, and 4 clever and brilliant man. 

The marriage never took place. 

Shortly afterward her engagement was 
again announced, this time to Jules Bois, the 
highest known authority on the devil and all

M. Bois published several books on Satanic 
influences and diabolical magie, and as Mme. 
Calvé has always been ‘very superstitious and 
mystical she was immediately attracted to the 
writer, and the interest soon became mutual. 
In its time it died, and then Mme. Oalvé pro- 
fessed herself tired of lobe. She had. tried 
for fame and money and love, and had suc 
ceeded each time.

Her Fourth Aspiration—Peace. 

There was not much left to aspire to—ex- 
cept peace. And so as a fourth aim she set 
about acquiring peace. 

Tranguillity, as far as Mme. Calvé was con- 
cerned, meant retreat from public life and 
the quiet peaceful life of the country on her 
French estate. There she interested herself 
in the welfare of her peasants, and began the 
work which has led to her final development. 
For the first time she saw the little carefree 
children at play, she watched the mothers, 
tired and overworked, but ever with a happy 
smile or a gentle touch for the little ones. 
She saw that the wealth that she had never 
had was in the humblest peasant’s cottage. 

Her first act was to open a sanatorium for 
poor and sick children from the cities, who 
ean come to the green, fresh fields of the val- 
ley and regain their strength. . 

There is room for 100 pale and sickly chil- 
dren, and under Mme. Calvé’s supervision 


they learn anew how to play and how to 
laugh and to be happy.

Where She Learned of Motherhood. 

The care of the institution is left entirely 
to capable nurses and employés, but never a 
day passes when madame is on her estate 
that she doesn’t walk down to the little red 
tiled buildings and read or sing or play with 
some of her little friends. They, naturally, 
adore her, and it was in their company that 
she began to realize what motherhood meant. 

“IT can only care for them for a little 
while,” she wrote sorrowfully to a friend, 
“and no one knows what will become of 
them in after years. I wish they were my 
own children, that I might care for them and 
give them joy in life.”

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Nomads Though They Are, All of Them, Like 


Other Men, Long for Domestic Comfort. But 
They Are Doomed to Be Forever Homeless 
Because of Their Calling. 


N the rear of a dingy shanty in Canal street a young 

fellow sat on a bench humming to himself. He had 

just paid the labor agent $2 for a job in the woods 

of northern Michigan. A big stove was going full 
last. The heat would be found intolerable by a man 
in his home. But the young fellow had been out in the 
street for days and days. He had not had a warn place 
to sleep in for ever so long, so he hugged the heat, as 
it were. He took it all in. 

While the fellow was sitting near the stove men 
were coming in one by one—Slavs, Italians, Irish, Amer- 
jeans. Fach of these men had passed through the 
office of the labor agent, which occupied the front part 
of the shanty, had deposited his $2 fee for the job in 
the woods, and sat down to wait. It was 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, The train which would take these labor- 
ers to the lumber region of northern Michigan did not 
leave until late in the night. Ry that time, too, the 
“gang” would count up to twenty-five or thirty per- 
sons, a good day’s wages for the labor agent. 
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““Sqmebody’s courting somebody the young man 
hummed, paying no heed to people about him. He was 
about 24. Despite his tattered clothing and battered 
derby he was handsome. His face was slightly drawn 
in from irregular and scant eating But his eyes were 
bright and intelligent. 

A man of about 40, who carried a cheap satchel, 
came in and took a seat beside the young fellow. 
Momentarily the song the young man was humming 
caught his ear. He listened a few minutes in silence, 
then he turned to the younger man: 

“Going out to the woods for the first time?” 

Ves, was the reply. 

The man felt fog his satchel to see that it was there 
and then continued talking, half to the boy, half to 
himself: 

“QO. well, you will get used to it. I once felt the 
same way you do now. I, too, had a girl. She is mar- 
ried now; has children. A fine husband she’s got. He 
is working steady all the year around, making good 
wages—$15 a week.”’ 

The youth’s face flushed. ,

Home and Family Not for These. 


“O, you need not be put out,” the man said. It is 
no shame to have a girl. Only—take my advice—get her 
out of your mind as quickly as you ¢an. It will be 
better for you. Fellows like you and I cannot marry— 
the job forbids it.“ 

There are 100,000 men, giving Chicago as their resi- 
dence, according to the estimates of students of indus- 
trial problems, who cannot marry because the “ job 
forbids it.“ Tit are the men who fall in the class of 
nomadic laborers, men who have their headquarters in 
Chicago, but who follow their job from city to city, 
from state to state. They have mo homes, no wives, no 
children. They cannot have them, no matter how they 
may long for them. Industry so orders. Their jobs 
forbid their having families and require them to be 
single and homeless. 

Their work requires them to travel from place to 
place, to trail the job. These workers are doomed to 
find no — place until such time as they lay their 


head beneath the sod in the potter's field, unknown and 
unmourned. i 

Chicago is the greatest market in the country for un- 
skilled floating orers. Employment agencies along 
Canal street a.nd West Madison street send out thou- 
sands of men daily wherever industry calle them. One 
day it is to a mine in Alabama that a thousand laborers 
are consigned. Another day lowa calls for thousands 
of men for trench excavating work. The third day there 
is a call for men to shovel dirt along the borders of the 
Mississippi where a new bridge is being constructed.

Chicago the Starting Point. 


Three hundred thousand people, nearly all unskilled 
workers, annually are sent out on jobs throughout the 
middle west and south by the 275 private labor agencies 
in Chicago. But this is not the entire number of trave!- 
ing laborers who find in Chicago a market for their 
brawn. Nearer half a million unskilled, casual, and 
nomadie laborers go out from Chicago yearly to work 
on jobs whieh last from a few weeks to six or eight 
months, 

Many structural ironworkers, the men who build 
bridges and skyscrapers—the “ cowboys of the sky 
start on the trail of their jobs from Chicago. Thousands 
of ice eutters in the winter and harvest hands in the 
summer start for their jobs from Chicago and return 
when their work is done. ' 

Many of these nomadic laborers are cheerful fellows 
in the main. They are kind hearted in spite of their 
rough exterior and gruff speech and manner. They will 
divide their last dollar with a brother in distress, But 
there is deep tragedy back of the surface cheerfulness 
of at least 100.000 of these men. Tbe one great joy in 
life—love, marriage—has been denied them. 

The vision of a cozy fireside in winter, the soft April 
wind, the bleom of May, the mellow breeze of the sum- 
mer evening, bring no joy to these men. On the con- 
trary, they bring depressing memories of joys and pleas 
ures that are denied to them. 

Every one of these homeless laborers who lays his 
weary head down on a dirty cot in the lumber camp oe 
in a dreary lodging house once loved and was loved, 
once had a girl into whose soft eyes. he looked and saw 
there the longing for that one soft kiss that fille the 
world with romance. But the job, industry with an 
iron hand, kept him and the girl apart. 


* 
Demand for Unmarried W orkers. 


“Industry,” said a man Who is an authority on labor 
conditions in the United States, “is putting a premium 
on unmarried men. Never was there such a demand for 
nomadic labor. Never in the history of this or any 
other country was the laborer so much of a traveler as 
he is today. 

“Took into any one of the depots in Chicago any 
day in the week and you will find the smoking rooms 
there packed with men of the class known as common 
laborers. ‘They are sent out to work hundreds and 
sometimes thousands of miles away from Chicago. They 
do hot go a thousand miles from their home town to 
settle in a new country. They merely go there to work. 
They will stay there weeks or months—as long as the 


company which hired them has work to do there. Then 
when the particular job is ‘eompleted they will have to 
travel back to Chicago or some other city and wait there 
until industry will have another call for them. 

These workers get about $2 a day, sometimes $2.50 
and even $8. This would be god pay if they were 
getting it in their home efties. On stich wages they 
could marty and settle down to a home le. But they 
receive these wages only for the time they are working, 
and this is no more than six or seven months in the 
year. The unskilled nomadic worker nearly always loses 
five or six months a year between joha, Hig earnings of 
$2.50 a day when working average up to about halt 
that amount for the entire year. On such a wage he 
cannot marry and keep up a home.“ 

* * 


Shifting Work Precludes a Home. 


But the wage question is not the only consideration 
which compéls these workers te stay single. Pen 
where they are making good money, as is the case with 
structural ironworkers, marriage is an impossibility to 
many. 

The structural fronwWorker# are getting good wages. 
Even counting in their months of unemployment, they 
still earn enongh to keep up a home. But there i 4 
great percentage of whtmatried men among the strue- 
tural ironworkers. This ix due to the shifting nature 
of their work. 

The structural ironworker has ao shop of factory te 
report to. His work is not confined ta any one place 
for any length of time. One month he is working in 
Kansas His employer bas a job building a bridge there. 
The next month the bridge ts finished. The employer 
has another bridge to build In the south. The strue- 
tural tronworker goes there. He may find time to court 
during the few weeks intefrening between jobs. But 
one cannot be married and have a home when industry 
is constantly shifting him from one place to another— 
when one is called to work by telegram and must rush 
to the job on a fast train.

F one could utilize the energy of a ton of

Mr. Lorado Taft, the sculptor, presents 
an alarming prospect to the judicious Chica- 
goan. He proposes to undertake the“ beau- 
tification” of the Midway by lining it with 
100 statues at half block intervals, not count- 
ing one fountain at one end “ illustrating the 
Greek myth of creation and another foun- | 
tain at the other end showing Father Time 
reviewing.the streanis of humanity passing 
by.“ 

Mr. Taft's courage excels his discretion. 
if he were Phidias, or Donatello, or Michel- 
angelo he couid hardly propose more master- 
fully. It is to be hoped an ingenuous civic 
pride will not induce any open handed eiti- 
zen to be the necessary accomplice in Mr, 
Taft’s ambitious dream. Fortunately the 
municipality has other purposes for expendi- 
ture, and there is no kaiser to set up dubious 
memorials to his family pride where now 
growing trees and fresh greensward are do- 
ing nicely. 

In time, doubtless, the Midway will be 
beautified more richly on landscape lines, 
and perhaps the sculptor’s art may be in- 
vited to assist judiciously at some points in 
the design. But the setting up of 100 statues 
of “ musicians, authors, dramatists, poets, 
eculptors, and painters ’—really, Chicago, 
with all her nalve errors, deserves nothing 
Hke that! 

Mr. Taft is a sculptor, amiable, indus- 
trious, ambitious, of respectable talents. He 
ie not a Renascence. 


A PUBLIC PROJECT UNREALIZED. ~* 

A. project announced years ago with a 
blowing of the trumpets of local pride has 
never been realized. That project was—and 
is—for a great highroad from Chicago north 
along the lake to Waukegan or the state line. 
This road was to be called after the gallant 
poldier whose later life was a part of Chi- 
fago and whose achievements shine in the 
history of the nation. 

But Phil” Sheridan has not been hon- 
pred in this monument. The Sheridan road 
project remains as yet a thing of shreds 
and patches. Many sections of it are lost. 
Others would better be lost for the credit of 
Sheridan and his memorial. The neglect or 
want of means or lack of skill of a dozen 
governing bodies between the city and the 
state line are responsible, and today what 
should give delight to thousands not merely 
of the “rich” but of the greater majority 
who are not rich nor need be to enjoy its 
opportunities is a broken and wandering 
thoroughfare, a sad travesty in many places 
on the splendid, sweeping highroad we hed 
Greamed of. 

There is but one way to realize at last 
this quite practicable and worthy dream. 
It is that proposed by. the Sheridan Road 
Improvement association and approved by 
the Lincoln park board—namely: to turn 
over to the latter body the continuous control 
end maintenance of the road for its entire 
This may be done by action of the various 
municipalities through which the road 
passes, provided the sections undertaken. by 
the park board are continuous with the part 
already under its control. — 
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no proper way to gell ii. 

It & with this feeling that one approaches 
a solution of the housing problem. The ef- 
forts at its solution along philanthropic 
lines have never been successful. At most,

A city wide solution must be based upon a 
ity wide sentiment, acting through govern- 
mental channels. If we turn from the admin- 
istrative to the legal side we are confronted 
proceed now through police power, taxation 
and eminent domain—three legal processes 


each of some service in meeting the housing 


Police power serves well for the destrue- 
tion of a bad house here andthere. Beyond 
that it will not go. 

There are many different ‘methods of 
apreading the cost of improvements, such 
as special assessments, ordinary taxes, gen- 
eral benefits, bonde—variations in taxing 
procedures. 

This remedy for bad housing is ca pa ble of 
application in a limited way. A few years 
ago Chicago got rid of a bad block by buying 
it up and converting it into west park No. 1. 
It proved so expensive as to demonstrate 
that taxation was aot a remedy for the 
housing problem. 

On the basis of the experience with west 
park No. 1 Uncle Sam has not money enough 
to solve Chicago’s housing problem. 

Eminent domain has been tried and tried 
again. It does not fit. The city needs 
squares, parks, and streets, and can condemn 
private property for such public uses. 

The courts have generally held that emi- 
nent domain did not apply except where the 
property was taken fora public use. They 
have held that building a dam or an irriga- 
tion ditch 4o be used by a small group or 


even by one man was a public use. They 
have held that the drainage of marshes 
or the filling in of marshes was a public 
use that warranted the taking of land by 
eminent domain, but they have not held that 
promotion of good housing or destruction of 
bad housing was a public use. 

Secretary Fisher says that if a state Su- 
preme court would ever rule that the im- 


use as draining malaria breeding land or 
irrigating arid land the opinion would not 
be reversed by the United States court, as 
that court generally recognizes the inter- 
pretation of a state court as to what is a 
public use as final. 

Even admitting. however, all this, emi- 
nent domain is not a remedy for the housing 
evil because of the gigantic expense entailed. 
There is no remedy that is not radical. 
Square miles will have to be Mpped out and 
rebuilt, or there is no use doing anything. 

This is no job for boys. This is a man’s 
job. Our forbears did not propose to raise 
the level of one street and leave the balance 
in the mire. They raised Chicago. 

The only remedy which will suffice is ex- 
cess condemnation. 

That is the right of the city to take prop- 
erty at its fair, present value, iniprove it, 
and sell back the excess at the increase in 
price due to the improvement. 

Our courts are crowded with cases of in- 
dividuals suing the city for damages. The 
courts hold that if the city—the people— 
harm a man’s property he can recover for 
the harm. 

Why not bave some suits started by the 
city—the people—for the city’s share—the 
people’s share—of the increased values of 
private property due to improvements by the 
people? 

If the people are held for the harm they 
should get the advantage. That's fair. Now 
that principle is the basis of excess con- 
demnation. 

The slums are here. They are a condition, 
not a theory. The harm they do is a condi- 
tion, not a theory. It runs into the millions. 
Miasms and marshes are playthings in com- 
parison. The public pays the bill. 

To apply the proper remedy, to rip them 


out and build in anew and properly, making 
use of ordinary taxation, police power or 
eminent domain would break the richest mu- 
nicipality in the world. By reason of this 
limitation what would appear to bea remedy 
is not a remedy. 

To get the right of excess condemnation 
several requirements must be met. The basic 
law of the state must be changed. Nothing 
short of a constitutional convention will 
properly air the housing question and find a 
solution of ft. | ; 

On the theory that the housing question 
ig of paramount importance and the remedy 
ig beyond the means of the people except by 
excess condemnation, that procedure con- 
stitutes a public use as essential for the well- 
being of society as are railroads, drainage 
of marsh lands, irrigation or arid lands, or 
parks and boulevards. — 

It it is thought that the right of excess con- 
demnation gives too much power to the au- 
thorities, limitations of its use to the other- 
wise unsolvable housing problem might be 
made. 

In Massachusetts the amendment specifies 
that the right shall be made use of for parks 
and boulevards. It should be just as sound 
law to specify that the right should be made 
ase of for housing. |

MEDICAL PIRATES. . 
A laborer, abeaklr in a foreign tongue, 
went into the office of a physician in one of 
the tenement sections of the city to consult 
‘him about a swelling on his neck. The doc- 
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eure, but for bleeding. The question in the 
physician's mind tw not“ How, quickly can 
I cure this man?” but “ How long can I 
bleed him without arousing his suspicion?” 

The druggist is sometimes in allianve with 
this type of physician. It is to the drug 
store that the foreign laborer comes with his 
complaint. 
doctor. The doctor rewards the druggist 
with several fat prescriptions. Even where 
the patient needs but a nickel’s worth of 
boric acid, the physician will prescribe it. 
The druggist will dilute the nickel’s worth 
of borie acid in a four ounce bottle and 
charge the patient 50 cents for it. 

The medical profession is one of the 
noblest the human race knows of when it is 
practiced as a profession. When it is turned 
into an instrument for exploiting and prey- 
ing upon the ignorant and the helpless, it bo- 
comes the basest of occupations. 

The friends of the immigrant in this city 
and the reputable physicians, who take 
proper pride in their profession, might profit- 
ably turn their attention to the medical and 
drug pirates. 


WHEN MR. BUNCE ROSE UP. 

The British male did not accept the slow 
progress of reform bills in parliament with 
complete good nature and indulgence. The 
Bunces came out strong for their rights 
and “were took up by the police.” They 
also bowled the police over and smashed a 
few hats and heads from time to time as 
tories and liberals tossed about. the fear- 
some policy of letting the Bunces vote. 

The Bunces were not, indeed, the terror- 
ists the Pankhursts are now. The dis- 
franchised male even in his indignation was 
a stolid creature, but when he demanded 
his rights, when he joined himself to crowds 
which the authorities regarded as mobs, and 
when thus he put parliament in the awk- 
ward position of considering itself intimi- 
dated the more timorous conservatives and 
more indignant tories were convinced they 
heard something cracking under the gov- 
ernment of their fathers. 

The enraged and often foolish suffragets 


have taken a precedent and stretched it out standpoint 


to cover riot and destruction which would 
cause even the Bunces to view with alarm 
and observe with dismay. But when the 
male Briton was fighting for the elementals 
of suffrage he was not altogether lamb- 
like.

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LIFE IN THE CANNERIES. 

The canning establishments in the state 
of New York are outdoing even the pro- 
verbial sweatshops in the horror and degra- 
dation which they inflict upon their em- 
ployés. According to testimony laid be- 
fore the house rules committee in Washing- 
ton boys between 15 and 17 are working 
in these canneries as many as 115 hours 
a week. Children 5 and 6 years old are 
kept at work in filth that is murderous. 
The squalid camps in which the employés 
work and live are characterized as unfit 
to harbor animals, not human beings. 

In a land which is universally acclaimed 
the richest in the world the existence of 
such misery is almost unbelievable. Yet 
the description of the horrors is not only 
not exaggerated but is declared to be even 
milder than conditions actually are. Such 
conditions should not be tolerated another 
moment. 

The government has just concluded a cam- 
paign against thirty-eight labor leaders who 
were charged with using dynamite in their 
fight for improved conditions for the mem- 
bers of their crafts. There is a close con- 
nection between the use of dynamite in 
labor difficulties and conditions guch as 
exist in the canneries in this country. The 
government should get after these offenders 
with the same vigor and persistence that 
it went after the dynamiters.

Inasmuch as they spend most of their 
lives in outdoor work, it would seem but 
fair to conclude that poor sanitary con- 
ditions, overcrowding, and bad ventilation 
are more important factors to be reckoned 
with than climate. 5

Pneumonia is the most widely spread dis- 
ease in the world. It is less prevalent at 
the poles and the equator than in the in- 
tervening territory. In Chicago, for instance, 
it is an endemic at all seasons of the year. 

More than 50 per cent of the people in 
Chicago have pneumonia once between the 
nursery and the grave; almost one-eighth of 
the people have tuberculosis. 

Pneumonia is, the#efore, about four times 
as prevalent in Chicago as consumption. 
From an epidemological and medica! 
pneumonia would appear to be 
most important, while from a sociological 
standpoint consumption is most important. 

Pneumonia is no respecter of age. It at- 
tacks alike the babe in the arms of the 
mother and the octogenarian. In fact, it is 
during these extremes-—childhood and old 
age—that the mortality from this disease is 
highest. 

During childhood the duration of the dis- 
ease ig generally shorter than in the adult. 
At this period it ofttimes terminates by 
crisis in from three to five days. Termina- 
tion by crisis rarely occurs in the aged and 
im protracted cases. It is in the more acute 
cases this usually occurs. 

— ; 

Much speculation has been indulged in 
as to the reason for termination by crisis 
with reference to the time, etc. Thus Brun- 
ner believes that the moon has something 
to do with this otherwise seemingly inex- 
plicable phenomena. Wunderlich believed 
that the crisis usually occurs in the late 
evening hours, occasionally in the after- 
noon, but rarely in the forenoon or at mid-. 
day. 

Concerning termination by crisis, Osler 
ays: 

The crisis is often accompanied by ex- 
treme exhaustion and relaxation, a con- 
which is manifested by sweating, 
a rapid, weak, irregular pulse of very low 
tension, frequently dicrotism, epistaxis, pro- 
found sleep, polyuria, diarrhea, and oc- 
casionally incontinence of urine. Sweat- 
ing occurred ih none out of forty-three cases. 
Crisis occurring, as late as the nineteenth 
day of the disease had been reported. 
That pneumonia does terminate by crisis or 
lysis there seems little question. But that 
this phenomenon is influenced by the moon 
or occurs at a predetermined hour is prac- 
tically incredible.” 

_ 

Pneumonia seems to have an especial lik- 
ing for the rich. This is due, perhaps, to the 
fact that among the rich are to be found the 
idle, the obese, and the plethoric mea and 
women. : | 

However, excesses in eating, drinking, 
and inactivity are somewhat offset by the 
splendid hygiene of their homes, when com- 
pared with the prevalence of the disease 
in the insanitary and unhygienic homes of 
the poor and less fortunate. 

Pneumonia is a preventable disease. It 
ils also a contagious disease. 

In view of the great number of deaths 
which it will eause during the next few 
months it seems that extraordinary care 
should be taken to protect oneself from con- 
tracting it. 

This can be done in many ways. Most 
of them bave regard especially for the ob- 
servance of proper hygienic and sanitary 
surroundings and habits. 

It will be wise during the remaining win- 
ter and early spring months to avoid eatch- 
ing cold as much as possible, since colds 
are usually the first steps toward contracting 
the disease. 


~~ 

One should avoid people who have colds 
and who do not bave extraordinary ethical 
regard for others when coughing, especially 
in large crowds and in crowded street cars 
and other inclosures that are illy ventilated. 
If brought in contact with a person who 
is constantly coughing and sneezing it 
is just as well, when possible, to move to 
other quarters. These people many times 
throw off the germs that cause the cold. They 
may also throw off the germs of pneumonia. 
If one happens to be within the field of 
activity of these germs he becomes in- 
fected. He may catch onlyacold. He may 


fl 
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in the treatment ot this disease that must 
be nursed to avoid a fatal termination. 

Most people have a rather clear and cor- 
rect impression of the disease. As far 
back as the fifteenth century Vohne tells us 
that The people of Switzerland referted to 
pneumonia as the stitch, Alpenstitch, ma- 
lignant stitch, and putrid stitch; that cases 
occurred almost every year at the melting 
of the snows, and particularily when the 
damp winds were blowing strong; that these 
cases were sometimes sporadic and at other 
times small epidemics.” 

The stabbing pain in the chest, the quick, 
rapid breathing, the cough, the rusty and 
blood stained sputum are unmistakable evi- 
dences of this disease of the lungs. Its 
curious onget with chill, pain in the side, 
followed by rapid rise in temperature and 
difficult breathing, mark it off sharply from 
all other diseases of the chest and Jungs. 

> 

Epidemics of pneumonia have occurred in 
all countries, according.to the history of 
the disease, as chronicled by many writers. 
Italy, Germany, and England were visited 
by epidemics in 1564, according to Hirsch 
aud others. 

Practically all countries of the habitable 
globe buve suffered from epidemics of this 
disease at different tinies and in different 
sections of the country. 

Illinois, for instance, has been visited by 
epidemic pneumonia, and because of its 
viciousness business became paralyzed. 
Large numbers of people became sick, and 
the disease ewept down upon family after 
family. 

W hile the germ is the exciting and active 
cause of pneumonia there are many con- 
tributing and predisposing causes. Statistics 
show that there are marked exacerbations 
during certain years, and that in countries 
where the twelve months of the year can 
be spent out of doors, there is an absence 
of the pneumonia month curve.“ 

— * 

Fatigue, anxiety, poverty, and debility 
predispose to attacks during an epidemic. In- 
sanitary and unbygienic conditions, 
especially where there is overcrowding, 
want of ventilation, accumulations of filth, 
act as predisposing causes. 

In many extensive outbreaks it has been 
found that those sections suffered most 
where sanitary and hygienic conditions were 
worst. This is especially so in prisons, bar- 
racks, and on sailing vessels. — 

The poorer classes usually suffer far more 
than the wealthy. Bad hygiene in the work- 
house and factory, exposure to the in- 
halation of irritating dust, long and unavoid- 
able fatigue, are contributing causes. 

Much has been written about the influence 
which climate, weather, and soil have in 
spreading pneumonia. One thing would 
seem sure— that the state of the weather 
would many times have much to do with 
physical efficiency, and physica! efficiency 
surely has much to do with whether or not 
the pneumococcus is going to be able to find 
a lodging place ina particular person's 
lungs or circulation. 

. — 

Concerning the meteorological influences 
as a causative factor in pnepgmonia, Anders 
has the following to say: 

First, that the seasons exert a marked 
effect upon the prevalance of lobar pneu- 
monia, the maximum mortality being ob- 
served during the winter and spring months. 

Second, that insular climates probably 
manifest the greatest rise in pneumonia 
mortality in winter, while that of the con- 
tinental ¢limates coincides mainly with 
spring. 

“ Third, that the mortality of the epidemic 

form of the disease is, to a less extent, in- 
fluenced by the seasons, and that it may 
oceur in the fourth and even third quarter 
of the year. 
Fourth, that an apparently close re- 
lationship exists between periods of low 
temperature and the death rate from pneu- 
monia. 

Fifth, that the mortality rises and falle 
with the barometric pressure, the maximum 
being reached during periods of highest pres- 
sure and vice versa; that the barometric 
pressure, however, is governed by the tem- 
perature, being inversely as the latter is to 
be recollected, 

“ Sixth, that the average velocity of the 
winds and the death rate from this dicease 
would appear to stand to one another in re- 
lation of cause and effect (a provisional ex 
planation of this fact being found in the 
controlling influence exerted by the winds 
— temperature and barometric pres- 
sure). 
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This is the motive which prompts the no- 
blest endeavor.

OST people are aware that the island 
of Monte Cristo, which figures so 
conspicuously in the most celebrated 
and popular of the novels of Alex- 
ancer Dumas, and gives its title to 
the book, now belongs to King Victor Em- 
manuel, and that ever since his marriage it 
bas been his favorite retreat and shooting 
Preserve, to which he, and the queen and 
their children retife whenever they wish to 
get away from the pomp and ceremony of 
court life. 

have related in these letters how he pur- 
chased it from the late Marquis Ginori of 
Florence, whose father bought it from the 
las. of the Hapsburg grand dukes of Tus- 
cany, and how in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century a wealthy and eccentric Dng- 
lishman of the name of Taylor took a fancy 
to the place while yachting in the Mediter- 
ranean and incuced the grand duke of Tus- 
cany to sell the island to him. He built the 
villa, which still exists, surrounded it with 
pretty grounds ard parks and lived there in 
solitude for a number of years, his island 
monarchy and his strong isolation giving to 
Alexander Dumas one of the themes of his 
novel of Monte Cristo. At length Taylor 
tired of the island and disappeared as mys- 
teriously as he had come upon the scene, 
the Tuscan government after a time resum- 
ing possession thereof.

It has always been Helleved that the main 
part of the novel; that is to say, the long 
incarceration of Edmond Dantes in the Cha- 
tear d'If, in the Bay of Marseilles, his ac- 
quisition of great wealth and his vengeance 


on those who had betrayed him were thes 


fruit of the unquestionably brilliant imag- 
ination of Dumas and the offepring of his 
brain. 

This ia not the case. 

For the archives of the French ambassy in 
London, of the latter part of the reign of 
Charies X. of France and of George IV. of 
England contain curious and interesting 
proofs to the contrary. 

It seems that in 1907 a shoemaker in Paris, 
Francois Picaud, a native of Nimes, became 
engaged to a beautiful and well to do gir! of 
the name of Therese. He called upon sev- 
eral of his friends to meet him in the café 
of a widower of the name of Loupian, hailing 
from the same part of the country as him- 
self, communicated to them his engagement, 
irvited them to the wedding, for which the 
date had been fixed in the following week, 
asked them to drink to the health of his 
bride, and foolishly allowed them to know 
that she possessed a fortune of §10,000. 

When he left his friends began talking 
about his good luck, and thereupon Louplan. 
remarking that there was many a slip de- 
tween the oup and the lip, offered to make 
a wager that the marriage would not take 
Place on the day appointed. On the others 
taking the bet and inquiring how he intended 
to manage it, he exclailmed: “ Oh, by means 
of some practical joke or other.“ Where- 
upon a man present retorted: “ Well, you 
had better not let Picaud ever find out about 
it. because he is a hot blooded, revengeful 
sort of fellow, who never forgives an in- 
jury.”

Suffrage enthusiasm recently kindled to a 
high pitch in South Dakota when the suf- 
frage amendment passed both houses of 
the legislature. This was the first measure 
passed by the new jegisiature. The vote 
trod 41 to 2 in the senate and 70 to 50 in 
the house. , 

Miss Rose Bauer, the suffrage cornetist, 
who enlisted her services with many other 
faithful women in the Ohio and Wisconsin 
campaigns, is one of the leaders of the move-~ 
ment in the state, 

The work of organization ie going on with 
breathless earnestness and the women feel 
corfident their trust in South Dakota as a 
progressive state will not be shaken when 
the amendment is presented to the voters. 

In Nebraska the women declare that by 
cne means or another they will succeed in 
getting the constitutional amendment before 
the voters this year. 

When Mrs. Ella 8. Stewart went to Omahe 
to speak before the state teachers’ associa- 


tien, suffragists in the city asked her advice } 
as to the best means of carrying their work 
forward successfully. When Mrs. Stewart 
made the suggestion that they begin to cir- 
culate an initiative petition as well as ask 
the legislature to submit the question, it 
was accepted and both means are now being 
utilized to gain results quickly. Prominent 
laxyers and politicians of all political par- 
tles have promised their assistance.

RISE TO FAVOR IS RAPID 


BY DARWIN S. HATCH. 

When the motoring public looked over the 
announcements of the 1918 cars which hed 
appeared in the last few months there was 
much amase ment expressed, not so much at 
‘the numbe of cars which were fitted with 
motor startete but at the rapid growth of 
the electric system of motor starting and 
ligh 
when the convenience and edaptability of 
electric Starting and Mghting ie considered. 
Biectric starters have been used for crank- 
ing the big gas engines used in statipnery 
power plants for 4 great many years, but 
the trouile always has been to provide an 
equipment that was light enough to be car- 
ried on the car. 

Ever since the gas engine wes firet applied 
to motor cars inventors have been working 
at some way of getting away from the labor 
and daager of hand cranking, with what 
succers the records of broken arms in the 
boepitel will show. The first engine starter 
that we know of to be applied to a motor car 
was in 1690, but it was a crude affair and 
Med an early death. 


Winton First in Field. 
Engine etarters for cars practically were 
unknown as regular part of the equipment 


until the gelf-starting Winton appeared four 


years ago. The arrangement was viewed 
askance at first—not because it falled to fulfil) 
it duties, but because it was so much of an in- 
novation. The Amplex followed soon after, 
and these two cars held the self-starting field 
until eighteen months ago, when the Chal- 
mers 86 was announced with a pneumatic 
starter. wa 

This year the makers who were foremost 
in adopting the acetylene starter have come 
out with electric starters and practically all 
of the old conservative makers who dis- 
dained to listen to the popular clamor and 
put on the aeetyleme a year ago have capit- 
uiated in favor of the electric type. 


How Engine Is Started. 

Starting an engine is accomplished by put- 
ting gasoline or some other fuel into the cyl- 
inaers and igniting it by a spark from the - 
nition system. This may be done in either of 
two ways. One is by introducing a charge 
into the cylinders under pressure and ignit- 
ing it so that the consequent explosion will 
dstve the pistons downward and turn the 
engine over until it starts taking in gas from 
the carbureter and runs under its own 

The first class, like the familiar acetylene 
starters and the gasoline starters, are really 
priming devices and have come to be known 
as ignition starters because they make the 
motor run on the spark. The second class, 
lneluding arrangements intended to cause 
the motor to take up its regular business 
or cycle of events by rotating the crankshaft, 
are called nonignition starters. 


How Electric Starters Act. 

Electric engine starters, which are the pop- 
ular type this year, comprise a combination 
of an electric dynamo for generating elec- 
tricity, a storgge battery for carrying the 
electricity, a motor which takes the electri- 
city from the battery, and an automatic con- 
trolier for making the proper connections. 
In practically every case the electricity pro- 
vided by the generator and stored up in the 
battery is used to light the car as well as 
start it, and in many cases the system also 
takes the place of the magneto and supplies 


power run as a motor, turning the engine 
over through suitable gearing. After the 
motor bas started the unit is transformed 
automatically into a generator, Which re 
charges the storage batteries.

ELECTRIC HAS VANTAGE.’ 


Discussion of the Three Motor 
Generator Cranking De- 
vices Offered. 


BY CHARLES T. JEFFERY, 
{President the Thomas B. Jeffery Company.) 
Three types of se@f-ctarting devices are 

now in use and manufacturers using at least 
two of these claim equal satisfaction: Of 
the three employing air compression, raw 
gas, ard electricity the third type is at pres- 
ent most interesting and is generally regarded 
as offering the greatest possibilities for fu- 
ture development.” 


The earliest method, that of introducing } 


air compression to the cylinders, fe still suc- 
cessfully used. The second method, that of 
introducing raw gas from a container into 
the cylinder, bag not proved quite satisfac- 
tory In that starting is not alwaye positive 
and some object to the violence with which 
the motor is started by this method and the 
consequent wear on parts. 

The electrical self-starter is now the cen- 
ter of the concentrated attention of practi- 
cally every manufacturer in the fleld.

„ Three Electrical Types in Use. 

There are three electrical types now in use 
and they may be distinguished as follows: 

The type A,” an electrical motor gener- 
ator, is directly .copnected with the gasoline 
motor, the electric motor generator ofcupy- 
ing the position of the fly wheel. In this 
device the functions are converted by means 
of a switch from that of 4 motor. for revolv- 
ing the gasoline engine to start and that of a 
generator to recharge the battery for light- 
ing and starting purposes. 

Type B accomplishes similar functions 
by. the use of two separafe electrical devices; 
one @ generator, the other an electric motor, 
usually located on opposite sides of the en- 
gine and connected to by means of either 
gears or chains. 

Type G ” accomplishes the furctiogs more 
nearly as type A.“ but by means of a com- 
bined electric motor generator which is’ a 
device made independently of the gasoline 
engine and connected with it by means of 
chains or gears.

the remarkable rapidity with which the pub- 
Mo acquaints itself with a new accessory or 
equipment, and it is also noticeable with what 
rapidity it demands a change if it is a good 
One. Important automobdile news seems to 
spread like the prairie fire, and the wise 
manufacturer does not lose any time in giv- 
ing the purchaser what he wants. 

Every little while you hear some one who 
ig not acquainted with real conditions sound 
a Warning cry as to the over-producing and 
expansion. These statements you usually 
find are from a uninformed source, and as a 
rule finding birth in the center of the in- 
dustry—Detroit—and is started by some 
visitor. It is true that outsiders coming to 
Detroit are surprised at the automobile talk 
they hear. It’s in the air and the conver- 
sation is so general andofa paramount issue 
that he makes up his mind that factoriesare 
over-producing. The figures he hears fright- 
en him.

aie I do not think that politics will inter- 
fere with business, and each manufacturer 
feels confident that the season which began 
go auspiciously will finish as one of the big - 
gest years since the inception of the industry. 


PARCEL POST AID TONNDUSTRY 
GOOD ROADS ADVOCATES HOPE. 


Inauguration of the parcel post did more for 
the good roads movement than any single ac- 
tion of the government in many This 
opinion is voiced by nearly all tor car 
manufacturers, good roads enthusiaste, and 
othere interested in the problem of improved 
highways. It is believed the objections of- 
fered by federal opponents of the movement 
that the United States was in no way inter- 
ested in the subject have been brushed aaide. 
The constitution specifically provides for 
the congtruction of post roads. That the 
parcel post cannot be successful unless the 
government exercises its power in improving 
the highways is accepted as a fact. 

For several years the automobile mana- 
facturers and good roads organizations 
throughout the country have been working 
together to get better highways. This has 
been undertaken locally and the movement 
lacked the broad scope it should have had 
to secure general support. 

Now that the president elect has declared 
for good roads and the majority of congress- 
men and senators elected last year have com- 
mitted themselves as being favorable to 
federal aid, it is to be presumed that im- 
mediate action will be forthcoming. 

There probably never has been a propo- 
sition before congress which has met with 
such widespread favor as that of good roads. 
and while it was difficult to find open oppo- 
sition nothing ever developed but a lot of 
empty talk and promises, With the entire 
nation clamoring for action it is hoped that 
the next congress will obey the commands 
of the voters and do something. While opin- 
fons differ as to the method of procedure, 
it ie generally conceded that the govern- 
ment should head the movement and estab- 
Hah national trunk lines through the coun- 
try to which local organizations could send 
taps. .This it ie claimed would form a . 
tem of good roads instead of a collection. 

The actual making of good roads is so 
complex a proposition that proper edminis- 
tration of the project only could bring out a 
system whereby the probleme could be han- 
dled cheaply and efficiently. Govern- 


ment experts have studied the materials for 


road improvement for a number of yearn 
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women, too, who ‘paved the way for ¢ west-

Undoubtedly the greatest path@inding 
achlevement of the year just passed wee 
the recently completed triple transconti- 
nental tour of A. L Westgard for the Unéted 
States government office of good roads and 
the American Automobdile association. 


On Road Five Months 

Mr. Westgard started out from New York 
City on June 11 in the Indianapolis Path- 
finder and kept continually on the road for 
raore than five months, covering a total of 
12,786 miles. 

The finish of this great pathfinding expedi- 
tion came on Nov. 25, when the Pathfinder 
car rolled into San Francisco after having 
made an official survey of three new trans 
continental routes, as well as making an 
exact “log” of the proposed Pacific high- 
way from Seattle to San Francisco, 

Thus was obtained in true Yankee style 4 
network of transcontinental road data in 
such record time as to make even Americans 
gasp.

The motor car industry is now entering 
into the third period. Its economic phase is 
the thing that is interesting the leaders, and 
the thing which will continue to interest 
then. for the next decade. 


The first, and thus far the most important. | 


thing which the economic students of the In- 
dustry have discovered is that there is a 
third and heretofore undiscovered type of 
motor car. It is with the third and newest 
type of automobile that this article concerns. 


Public Knows Two Types. 

The public has long recognized the exist- 
ence of two types of motor car—the “ manu- 
factured.”’ car, so called, and che assem- 
bied type, #0 called. The third and new- 
em type is distinct from each, and yet it 
partakes of many of the attributes of each, 
Ie is neither the first born nor the second 
tern, but it resembles both. It belongs to 
the same family, Dut it is an Individual within 
itself—an individual with new traits of char- 
acter. And as such it must be réckoned 
with 

The name of t new and third type of 
motor car is the * standardized car. 

In order that we may estimate it correctly, 
let us first get firmly in mind what we mean 
by the term manufactured car and by the 
term assembled car. The world has 
learned to distinguish any car, all parts of 
which are manufactured elsewhere—not in 
the parent factory, as the “ aesembied car. 


and the car theoretically made in one factory 


as the manufactured car. 

With these two definitions before us, let us 
analyze the two original types of cars before 
classifying the “standardized type. It is 
nut my intention to make any deductions on 
my own part. All I ask ie that the reader 
follew me through my statements, which 1 
expect to make clear and fair, and, above 
all else, coordinated, logical, and conclusive. 

The best way te analyze any given product 
fe to obtain the facts about how it is made. 
At the outset, if quality alone were the goal

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of great business I would unqualifiediy say 
that the manufactured type of car is not far 
wrong. Equally true, if price were the only 
consideration, I would say that the assem- 
bled”’ type is fundamentally right. The 
alm. however, of all manufacturers with per- 
manent ambition is to give maximum quality 
at minimum cost to the consumer. It isin 
response to this demand that the standard- 
ned type of car responds. 

The oldest cars in America are, theoretical- 
ly, manufactured cars. Practically all 
Evropean cars fall under this head. This 
type of car is built for the most part under 
one roof. The motor, the rear systems, and 
all the fundamental parts are made in their 
reepective departments inside the parent fac- 
tory Ignition systems and such other parts 
as demand the unusual skill of scientific spe- 
cialists are usually built outside. The re- 
sult of this sort of manufacture tends toward 
overhead, which is the big factor in all costs. 
Eech car built under this plan bears its ex- 
act and full pro rata of the entire overhead 
expense of its manufacture. 


-“Assembled”’ Cars Disappearing. 
The so-called assembled car is fast dis- 
appearing; hence a frank statement of facts 
will injure no one. Under the old system of 
assembly the matter of producing @ car was 
approached in somewhat the following man-

Methods Fundamentally Wrong.

Every detail of the construction 
is turned over to the recognised authority in 
each particular matance. Then, and not un- 
til then, are prices on all these parts ob- 
tained. When all the prices are in, the sell- 
ing price of the car is set; and, henceforth, 
during the life of this particular model there 
is no variation. 


Mechanical Task of Building. 

Now, to the actual mechanical task of 
building the car. The design in mind, the 
engineering department puts kt in concrete 
blue print form, with every detail sized to the 
one-thousandth part of an inch. A full set 
of the blue prints of the entire car is sent to 
each partmaker, and an inspector, under the 
pay of the parent factory, put in each part- 
maker’s plant when the actual production be- 
gins coming through. Result: when the 
parts are finally shipped to the parent fac- 
tory they are built for each other, as truly ae 
if they were bullt under one reef, and each 
is the work of an organization whose only 
business in life is to Build this particulac 
part better than any one else could build it

Another advantage of siand- 
ardization. In every successful business 
there is always one big predominating and 
moving spirit. Unless this is true your or- 
ganization does not have what might be 
called cohesion, and unity of action is im- 
possible. 

In the gort of a factory which formerly 
attempted to manufacture the greater part 
of its equipment there was either no one cen- 
tralized figure or the attention of the domi- 
nating» personality of the organization was so 
diversified that general efficiency was im-

Before the interal combustion motor gaso- 
line was virtually a byproduct, on sale at 
central stations for perhaps~10 cents a gal- 
lon The cost of delivery fell on the buyer 
and often amounted to more than this figure. 
The oll companies were glad to sell the gaso- 
Une at almost any price, for this enabled 
them to menufacture at a profit greater 
quantities of oils, greases, and lubricants. 
While ‘thie condition prevailed, the buyers 
of the staples paid a large share of the mo- 
torist's fuel bill. 

But gasoline motor cars multiplied, and 
eventually the demand for fue! equaled that 
for the other products. A year or 80 ago 
the old balance was reversed. Now the de- 
mand for gasoline greatly exceeds that for 
the staple olls and greases. And in place of 
the old method of distribution the oi) com- 
panies have established a system which cov- 
ers the entire country, bringing te the very 
door of each garage a refined pro@uct which 
has often traveled thousands of miles. When 
one considers the cost of drilling, pumping, 
transportation, refining, and delivering he 
must admit that there is no manufactured 
product sold as cheaply as gasoline. Even 
at its present price it costs the consumer less 
than an equal quantity of most brands of 
spring water. 


„ Pay Less for Oil.” 

When the demand for gasoline came to 
exceed that for the other crude oll products 
the manufacturers faced a dilemma. They 
could not produce gasoline and throw away 
the other products. Such a process would 
have made the fuel prohibitiv® tm cost. To 
advance the price of gasoline and te lower 
the price of the other products was the only 
available means of regaining the balance. 
So now we pay more fongasolineand less for 
olls and greases. 3 

As a matter of fact, we have all wasted 
gasoline; it has been so cheap. A little 
economy will hurt none of us, 

Automobile manufacturers have built 
wasteful care—cars with motors much 
larger than necessity demanded; cars that 
lacked efficiency. But the manufacturer is 
seeing the light. The recent New Ydrk 
show emphasized’a new tendency—a tendency 
toward motors that yield more in miles per 
galion. But these cars fail to save gasoline 
unless their owners do their part. 

Just as a wasteful car raises the cost of 
gasoline, so every motorist who falls te 
make his car efficient makes fuel cost more,

English Auto Club Tests Show Deter- 


mination of Speed by Sight Ie n Space 
Difficult, 

Demonstrating the deceptive nature of 
speed judging by sight alone, results of a test 
recently held by a British automobile club 
are Interesting. Several motorists were lined 
up on an unfrequented road and required to 
estimate the speed of a car driven ata pre- 
determined rate with the ald of a speed- 
ometer.

Government to Improve 


a BY WILLIAM G. EDENS. 
‘PPreaident Ulinois Highway improvement 


The year 1912 was 3 by an aveken-’ 
ing of interest on the part of Chicago busi- 
ness men in the subject of good roads for the 
State and Cock county. This activity was, 
the result of a meeting held at the Hotel Sher- 
man on March 12, called. by - ‘the good roads 
committee of the Chicago Motor . and 


ether organizations. 

At that meeting the Illinois Highway 1 Im- 
provement association was formed. This as- 
sociation has interested various organiga- 
tions in the subject and now the Chicago As- 
sociation 6f Commerce, the Chicago Real F 
tate board, the Cook County Real Estate 
board, the Oak Park Business Men's associa- 
tion, the Chicago Heights Commercial asso- 
ciation have committees actively working 
toward the imprevement of the main high- 
ways of Cook county. The Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association has taken a leading part 
in the work. 

Commerce Men Take Action. 

At the regular meeting of the ways and 
mieans committee of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce, the subject under considera- 
tion being the improvement of Illinois high- 
ways, the following resolution was unani- 
miously adopted by the members present: 

Whereas, The necessity fof improving 
highways in the state of Illinois has be- 
come apparent in the majority of the 

, commercial associations of the state, and 

the movement for the improvement of 

such highways is receiving the support of 

éuch organizations, therefore be it 
Resolved by the ways and means com- 

mittee of the Chicago Association of 

Commerce, That it recommend to the ex- 

ecutive committee of such association 

the creation of a standing committee to 
be known as the committee on highway 
improvement, whose duties it shall be to 
represent the Chicago Association of 

Commerce in connection with the move- 

ment for good roads now Ning forwarded 

by various and sundry organizations and 
to .codperate.with such organizations, 
whether commercial or otherwise, in their 

endeavor to bring about highway im- 

provement throughout the state. 


Kimbark Acts for Improvement. 

Following the récommencation of the ways 
and means committee the executive com- 
riittee on Friday, June 28, approved of the 
creation of a special committee of fifteen to 
represent this association in the movement 
for good roads and to codperate with other 
cerganizations, commercial ör otherwise, in 
this endeavor. Following out the recom- 
mendation of the executive committee, on 
July 24 President Eugene U. Kimbark an- 
mounced a committee on good roads. Ip 
accordance with the suggestion of President 
Kimbark the members of this committee got | 
together on Sept. 18 at the regular meeting 
cf the ways and means committee, held in 
the Hotel La Salle, and organized by electing 
W. G. Edens chairman and J. O. Claire vice 
president. 

Acting under the wise advice and counsel 
of President Kimbark, the members of this 
committee decided that its activity should be 

irected largely towards the matter of co- 
operating with like committees representing 
other bodies in Chicago and that in its efforts 
towards influencing the improvement of Chi- 
cago and Cook county highways and in the 
matter of initiating state and national legis- 
lation it should go slow and be fully in- 
formed before committing the association to 
the support of any policy with respect to 
read improvement. 


Indorse Platform of Association. 

On Nov. E the members ot the committee 
were again assembled at the La Salle hotel 
and decided unanimously to indorse the 
platform of the Uhnois Highway Improve- 
ment association, which is herewith pre- 
sented it was subsequently approved by 
the executive committee: 

We recommend state legislation een 
will provide for: 

1. State and county coùperat ion in the 
construction, and maintenance: of mein 
highways and bridges. 

2 A nonpolitical state highway com- 
mission of at least three competent mem- 
bers, who shall devote wer entire. time 
to their duties. 

3. Improvement such counties es 
elect to come under he provisions of the 
law] of main, continuous, inter-county 
highways connecting county seats and 
other important cities, principally at the 
expense of the state and county; such 
roads to be selected and improved by 
county authorities, subject to the approval 
of the state highway commission, and 
after improvement to be turned over to 
the state for perpetual maintenance. 

_ # Improvement, maintenance and con- 
trol of remaining roads [about 80 per 
cent of the whole] under supervision of 
county and township authorities. 

5. Effective measures, to guarantee 
maintenance after roads are once con- 
structed, . 

6. Use of the state automobile tax, to- 
gether with such other funds as the legis- 
lature may appropriate, in the improve- 
ment of highways. 

7. Extension of the employment of pris- 
oners in state institutions in the prepara- 
tion of material for ‘road building, and 
the use of state prisoners—under state 
direction—on an honor system, in tun 
road work when practi cable 

8. Payment of all road taxes in cash. 

9. 1 dragging of all dirt roads.

Left Hand Drive Also Incorpo- 
rated in Some Machines 
by Builders. 


Several features In 1018 models have been 
combined to enliven the interest of women in 
automobiles. The widespread adoption of 
the self-starter may be directly attributed 
to women. Every man is averse to stepping 
in the mud and slush to crank his car. This, 
of course, applies more emphatically women. 
With the gentler sex, however, discomfort, 
is multipheo by the extreme physical effort 
required. This exertion in some cases would 
be found more necessary this year because 
ef the adoption of long stroke motors 
granted to be much more difficult to crank. 

The popularity of the self-starter is due 
not a little therefore to the opportunity which 
it affords to many women of becoming motor- 
ists on slightly easier terms than used to be 
the case. If the self-starter has made auto- 
mobiling popular with women it certainly hes 
helped its chances as a selling proposition, 
and naturally manufacturers and dealers are 
vitally interested in the greater fleld which it 
opens up. 

There has been a rueh toward self-starters 
in the last two seasons, with a marked ten- 
dency now toward the electric device. As 
the matter stands a great Many manufac- 
turere perhaps have promised such things on 
their cars that they will not be able to deliver 
when it comes down to the 1913 proposition. 
The facts are there are so and so many fac- 
torſes which can make these self-starters 
and with the excessive demands on their ca- 
pacity they will soon have reached the point, 
if they have not already got there, where 
it will be impossible for them to provide for 
the demands made on them. This will mean 
a great many disappointed customers of 
course. : 


Women Ask Left Side Control. 
However. this ie a littie far from the 
original proposition, which was that motes 
for women have become more popular than 
ever because of the seif- Starter. There are 
other reasons, and another et them is left 
sige control. Women naturaily do not like 
to walk into the mud, dust or snow in front 
or back of the machine in order to get to 
the steering wheel, which must often be the 
cate when a car is right hand steer. With 
left hand steer it means stepping from the 
street directly to the wheel and a shorter 
step at that, inasmuch as the curb assiata 
in reducing the height; and how in the days 
of exceedjngly tight skirts this is an item 
not to be overlooked. 

The importance of left side steer as an ttem 
ef automobile construction has become such 
that a great many engineers have adepted 
it, and an increasing number of cars for 1913 
Wilishow such a change. Of 140 leading 
makes on the market for this season, forty- 
oven have the steering wheel on the left 
side in some one chassis or another, and 
have the brake and gear levers to be oper- 
ated by either the richt or left hand. 

Although only 33 per cent of the different 
makes of car have the wheel on the le nd 
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subject: “With the advent of the left side 
wheel four or five years ago it was generally

“It ig more and more apparent that left 
hand steering is gaining on a sure pace a 
pace not spec:acular but widespread and cer- 
tain. Tus value of left hand steering in cities 
is acknowledged by all, and should other 
states follow the course of Massachusetts 
in requiring Motor cars to pase trolley cars 
on the left side it will mean that len hand 
steering will have to be hurried on by many 
who are at present holding back, apparently 
halting between two opinions.” 


Improvement in Lights. 

There are some acetylene lighting systems 
which make use of an electric device for 
lighting which also can be operated from the 
seat, but many cities have regulations 
against the use of acetyiene lights within 
their corporate limits. There art other ob- 
jections to them. The dull and flickering light 
of the average oil side lamp is thoroughly + 
inadequate for the use of any automobilist. 

They are such things as cause more women 
to become automobdilists, and inasmuch as 
the woman has the deciding voice in so many 
of the sales of automoDiles it is certainly a 
part 6f policy for the automobile maker to 
provide such real necessities as will imerest 
her and win make her a possible driver. Of 
course automobiles from the very beginning 
have been adorned with various things that 
would male them attractive to the Women, 
but in the main these have been in the de- 
tails of interior finish or decoration rather 
than in accessories and appliances tending 
to make the machines easier for her to con- 
trol in her new capacity as a driver of cars. 

There remains one thing, however, that 
has to be done to make things perfectly pleas- 
ant to the woman motorist. That is to de- 
vise some sort pf demountable rim for auto- 
mobile tires which will permit of changing 
tires in some such way &s to make it 
a comparatively easy task. Tires mounted 
on rims ready to. shift weigh a good deal 
and juggling these around is no easy or pleas- 
ant task for any woman. Unfortunately 
these things must have weight in order to be 
strong enough and this is a condition which 
cannot be very well avoided just at present. 
Tt ip pointed out that in the event of punc- 
tures and blowouts the lot of the woman 
motorist would at least be happier of the jack 
she had to usé ih pressing up the car to 
change tires were designed a little more 
toward her particular needs. 


New Jacke Easy to Handle. 
In some cases it requires crawling in under 
the messy car to place the jack, and then the 
handle is so short, there Is so little leVerage 
that even a comparatively light car cannot 
be raised off the ground without recourse 
being had to stréngth considerably greater 
than the average woman has at her dis. 
posal. A jack with a long arm, which can 
be worked with expenditure of very little 
effort and at the same time ls strong enough 
to raise and keep in place a moderately 
heavy caf, fe an accessory which belongs 
decidedly to women motorists and is a thing 
which will help to increase the numbers of

‘Beware of High Speed. 

At high speed the wheels of a motor car 
slip on the surface of the road to a degree 
scarcely reckoned with by the average driver. 
Friction of the most violent kind results— 
burning, wearing, destructive friction. Ata 
speed of thirty miles am hour this slipping is 
slight but constant. When a mile.a minute 
speed is attained the friction is increased out 
of all proportion to the increase in speed. At 
this speed it is estiniated a thirty-six inch 
wheel will slip about six complete revolutions 
during each mile (or minute), traveled. This 
will amount to a total slipping of 3,600 feet 
every hour that a mile a minute speed is 
maintained. Thereforeit will be readily real- 
ized what a tremendous amount of wear is 
imposed on a tire when fast driving is in- 
dulged in. When the greatest amount of 
slipping takes place it is hardly probable that 
the tires are bea ring the full weight of the 
car, as it is the continual bouncing at-high 
speeds which causes the wheels to turn more 
rapidly than the road under them, but the 
wear on the tires is tremendous The best 
evidence of this kind of friction ts seen at the 
average road race, when tires are changed 
frequently in a run of 100 miles. 


Why Speed Is Injurious. . 

A pneumatic tire ig nothing more than a 
collapsible air bag. The car literally rides 
on air. It is the compressibility of the air 
which provides the cushion effect when the 
wheels strike an obstruction or inequality in 
the surface of the road, The tire ie de- 
Pressed at the point of contact with the ob- 
struction, and the area of a cross section of 
this portion t= therefore reduced. This nat- 
urally compresses the air in the tire, and the 
shock, instead of being concentrated in the 
point of contact, is distributed throughout 
the entire interior of the confining space. 
The compressed air stores the energy im- 
parted to it and produces the resiliency for 
which the pneumatic tire is famous. 

If the air in the tire is already corhpreseed 
before the shock is received the additional 
compression or absorption of the shock will 
not be so marked as if the tire were not 
pumped so “hard.” On the other hand, a 
tire containing only a small amount of air 
pressure will be exceedingly susceptible to 
depression of its tread when an obstacle ts 
encountered, and the rubber at the point of 
contact may be flattened almost to the rim. 
Thus a hard tire is enabled te encounter a 
great many abrupt inequalities in the road, 
but will not absorb slight shocks and jars, 
while a soft tire sensitive to even the 
slightest obstacle in the road, but will be 
overtaxed at the first suggestion of “ rough 
going.” 
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that is too “soft” will make riding com- 


rough surfaces where the cushioning is in- 


sufficient. But it is a strange paradox that 
a“ hard” tire will last longer than a soft 
tire. In the latter case the casing and tread 
are depressed at the slightest obstruction. 
A gradtal weakening of the tissue results. 
A tire containing the full amount of air pres-. 
sure on the other hand is not as susceptible 
to the bumps and the disintegrating wear 
and tear from spreading is not so violent. 
The average pressure favored by tire manu- 
facturars is about twenty pounds per square 
inch for each inch of diameter of cross sec- 
tion of tire. For example a four inch tire 
should be pumped to an approximate pres- 
sure of eighty pounds to the square inch, 
while one an inch larger should carry 100 
pounds of pressure. : 

It is a simple matter to test the tire pres 
sure by the use of one of the many pres 
sure gauges now on the market. If such 
a Sauge is not carried in the kit, as it should 
be, approximate pressure in the cars may 
be gauged by the contour of the tires as they 
carry the car at its weight fully loaded. As 
soon as the tire is pumped to the limit where 
the weight of the car does not change the 
perfectly round appearance of the outside 
circumference or as soon as the tire does 
not flatten at the point of contact to the 
road or floor it is properly filled. If the 
- side walls bulge at the point of contact, how- 
ever, more air should be pumped into the 
tire. 


Manufacturer Not te Blame. 


Tires have been credited with going to 
pleces mysteriously and the innocent man- 
ufacturer has been criticised rn 
bad fabric. One of the so-called mysterious 
causes of decay is the improper alignment of 
wheels, which causes Uneven wear on the. 
shoes. This evil may not be apparent at cas- 
ua observation, but in many cases it existe 
unbeknown to the driver or tire dealer. Both 
may be up in the air over a simple fault. 
This may be detected by the application of a 
long rule to the tops and bottoms of the front 
and réar wheels. If the two weels of a pair 
do not revolve in planes parallel to each other 
in a horizontal position they are out of line 
and the tread of the tire will tear as well as 
rub over the even surface in much the same 
manner as if the wheel were pulled slightly 
sideways at every revolution. The measure- 
ments should be taken at points exactly op- 
posite on the front of and at the rear of the 
wheel huba If the Gistence between the 
two wheels is less at the rear than it ie for- 
ward of the hub it {s evident that the axles 
or epindles are so bent that the wheels do 
not revolve in parallel planes and the car 
should be taken to the repair shop immedi- 
ately. 

Care of Tire in Winter. 

The care of a tire in winter is a different, 
although as importanta proposition. The car 
should be jacked up to relieve the wheels of 
the weight. The tires should be inflated to 
sufficient extent to preserve their natural 
shape. They should be wrapped, tf perfectly 
dry, in burlap or brown paper to keep out 
the moisture. Dampness causes deteriora- 


tion and should be evaded whenever possible.
